NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Any one may 
watch J. Pierpont Morgan almost any day 
as he sits at his desk in his famous Wall 
street office. The great financier, during 
the greater part of each day, sits before an 
open window a few feet above the pave- 
ment and in plain view of the throngs 
which surge up and down Broad street. No 
one should have the least trouble in recog- 
nizing him. The burly figure of the great 
financier, his strong gestures and various 
mannerisms identify him instantly. And 
no one who has once seen him ever forgets 
him. His desk is at the fourth window on 
the Broad street side of his offices, count- 
ing from Wall street. When his window is 
open it is usually replaced with a large 
black screen. | 
The white marble pillars before this 
window serve as a frame for this remank- 
able living picture. Mr. Morgan sits be- 
fore a flat desk, usually displaying only 
his side face to the public gaze. His ges- 
tures are so strong and characteristic, how- 
ever, that it is possible to 1 from a con- 
siderable distance what {fs émploying his 
time. When, for example, he is seen to be

sitting well forward in. his chair with both 
arms resting on the desk before him, one 
may be sure he is writing. When he is 
thinking deeply he is in the habit of pass- 
ing his hand slowly downward over his 
face and repeating the gesture over and 
over again. Another very characteristic 
mannerism which every one who has met 
him will probably remember is his habit 
when disturbed of pushing his mustache up 
with his thumb and first finger. As he 
becomes excited he repeats this gesture 
more and more vigorously. 

Mr. Morgan may often be seen with his 
arm resting on his desk and staring 
straight ahead of him out of the window. 
It is an indication that he is very deeply 
absorbed. In reading a letter the great 
financier either sits far back in his chair, 
which is a sign that he is not particularly 
interested, or he sits far forward, ‘holding 
his body bolt upright. The most charac- 
teristic mannerism of all, however, is prob- 
ably his habit of twirling hés glasses. His 
pictures always show him with his eye- 
glasses hanging in front of him. In ordi- 
nary conversation Mr. Morgan constantly 
twirls the glasses with his right hand.

Still, very few call 
him Mr. Shaffer, and nobody calls him The- 
odore. He is hail fellow, well met, with 
everybody, and, at that, is not too undigni- 
fied. He used to be a minister, and his 
manner of greeting a stranger is the glad- 
to-see-you, come-and-join-us method of the 
camp-meeting exhorter. When he was a 
boy he worked in the iron mills. Then, in 
early manhood, he studied theology and 
preached in Methodist pulpits for eight 
years. After that his health broke and he 
kept a grocery store. He made some money, 
the old liking for the iron mills came back 
and he went to work rolling again. He has 


always been a good union man, and his 
education and natural ability made him 
most valuable to the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion when the complicated question of scales 
came up each year. When President Gar- 
land retired Shaffer was made president of 
the association. He is 45 years old now.

For the first time in the history of this 
great and famous landmark the achieve- 
ment of Zebulon Pike in toiling painfully 
up the summit and christening it has been 
overshadowed by a horseless wagon. This 
feat of W. B. Felker and C. A. Yont has

The old réliable cogroad may be crowdcd 
out of business by a competing line of 
locomobiles, and the glory of walking up 
the peak will be completely destroyed by 
the greater novelty of going up in a horse- 
less carriage. 

The trip from Denver to Cascade, via 
Monument, Colvrado Springs and Manitou, 
a distance of 87 miles, in 12 hours and a 
half, was without precedent, but the ascent 
of the peak was an achievement which is 
not likely to be equaled soon.

TS NOW ON HAND

Makes Annual Appearance 
on Maine Coast, 


IS SEEN SEVERAL TIMES 


SAILORS VOUCH FOR TRUTH OF 
STORIES TOLD. 


Was Seen by Crew of the Schooner 
Madagascar, Who Describe It as a 
Snake, Covered With 
Scales. 


LUBEC, Me., Aug. 17.—Numerous legends 
of a strange marine anima! that has at 
various times been seen along the Maine 
coast by sailors and fishermen have been 
current for years, yét when traced to their 
source many of the narrators who claim to 
have seen the monster admit that they 
were at so great a distance that they could 
not affirm with certainty that the supposed 
sea serpent was a living creature or mere- 
ly a log of driftwood. 

Among the { shermen dwelling on the isl- 
ands of Grand Manan many weird stories 
are told of a monster of the deep, seen at 
various times by these hardy toilers of the 


sea while plying their vocation near the 
shores of the island. In nearly every case 
the creature has been seen during a thick 
fog, and so great is the dread of the fisher- 
men that no man has as yet found courage 
ce approach near enough to obtain a close 
view. 

In 1898, while fishing some three miles 
from shore, a party of four sober, reliable 
men saw a strange animal of abnormal! size 
arise from the deep and make toward their 
boat. All four were men of proved cour- 
os. who had faced a thousand dangers 
along the rockbound coast of Grand Manan, 
but one look at the approaching monster 
was encugh to thoroughly frighten them, 
and rapidly hauling in their lines they 
made for the shore. On narrating their tn- 
cident they were laughed at by the island- 
ers, and to avoid belng the butts for fur- 
ther age refrained from making any 
further talk regarding what they had seen. 

For three years nothing has‘been heard 

of the serpent until recently, when the 
schooner Madagasca came into the port of 
Lubec vith a cargo of coal consigned to J. 
H. Gray. The crew of the schooner, in a 
casual way, mentioned a strange sea animal 
seeh off the coast of Cutler, Me. When 
questioned they related in a straightfor- 
ward manner the incident. and two of the 
crew who saw the animal 
truth of the followifig: 
During the morning watch, at about 6 
o'clock, July 26, while standine along 
under easy sail, making about four miles 
an hour, an object was seen on the star- 
board bow which at first was thought by 
the men on lookout to be a large log. As 
the vessel drew nearer k sailor, Edward 
Ray of Ellsworth, called the mate's atten- 
tion to the object, saying that he thought 
he saw the thing move. The mate, Len 
Armstrong, a resident of Lubec, glanced 
in the direction pointed out and saw what 
he supposed to be a log floating upon the 
surface. 
As the course they were then steering 
would bring them close alongside the float- 
ing mass, the men gave little heed to it. 
When within a few fathoms and near 
enough for a biscuit to have been tossed 
upon it, great was the astonishment of 
the two sailors to see the supposed log 
raise a snake-like head, give them, one 
glance from a pair of glassy eyes and glide 
with a sinuous, serpent-like motion away 
from the vessel. 


So close had they approached the reptile 
that every detail could be minutely noted. 
In shape the creature resembled a mon- 
strous snake and was at least 30 feet long. 
Its body, covered with scales, wee of a 
brownish-green hue, and glistened In the 
rays of the sun. Extending along its back, 
from head to tail, was a spinal protuber- 
ance consisting of innumerable points, 
seemingly formed of an extension of the 
backbone. Near the head, and growing 
above the spine, was a thick, dark fin, 
about the size of a man’s hand. 

As nearly as could be estimated the 
creature’s body was about two feet in 
diameter, capering slightly at the head and 
very noticeably at the tail. Apparently the 
body was of a uniformly greenish-brown 
color, both above and below. The two 
men had ample time to examine all these 
details, as, after moving off a short dis- 
tance, the serpent lay quietly upon the 
water for some minutes, lifting its head 
from time to time to gaze at the schooner. 
For half an hour or more the men 
watched the strange monster, which occa- 
sionally made a quick movement through 
the water, but going only a short distance 
each time. It appeared to be quite fearless, 
evincing little alarm at sight of the vessel, 
and remained upon the surface of the water 
until distance hid it from the view of the 
two watching sallors. 


In speaking of the incident, the sailor. 
Edward Ray, states that he has followed 
the sea since he was 9 years old, has been 
in all sorts of craft and has visited most 
of the countries along the Atlantic sea- 
board from the gold coast of Africa to Lab- 
rador and has seen all kinds of fish that 
swim in the sea, but never before has he 
seen a denizen of the deep resembling In 
any particular the creature observed on the 
MOreins of July 26 between the island of 
Grand Manan and the Cutler shore. 

On. being asked if he thought that the 
reptile could have been captured, he ex- 
pressed it as his opinion that no boats 
crew of men, however brave and skillful, 
could have taken the serpent alive, and 
thought it would have been a most dan- 
gerous enterprise to attempt to kill it with 
a harpoon. 
One of the queer coincidences said to be 
connected with the appearance of the sea 
serpent, and one that has been remarked 
upon asveral times, is the fact that when- 
ever the reptile is anid *o be in the vicin- 
ity of the coast it invariably follows that 
large schools of herring of suitable size for 
converting into the American sardine have 
appeared.

CALIFORNIA’S PHOSPHORESCENT 
PHENOMENON DISAPPEARING. 


IT LEAVES AN AWFUL SMELL 


The Ocean at San Diego Is Taking 
on Its Wonted Appearance, Much 
to the Relief of Everybody. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 17.—Reports 
from all along the coast from San Diego to 
Santa tonica, seem to indicate the disap 
pearance of the marine phenomenon which 
has attracted widespread attention from 
all over the southern part of the state 
That the brownish discwtoration of the 
water is disappearing is hailed with more 
delight than was its spectacular beauty 
welcomed, at its coming py the transpor- 
tation companies and residents of the 
beach resorts; for, while in the beginning, 
it brought crowds of evening visitors to 
detract from their attractiveness and clear- 
ness. 


The muddy yellow. water kept péo- 
ple, to a great extent, from bathing in 
the surf and, in the last rew days, owing 
unmistakably to unseen decay of some 


sort, wafts an odor to the nostrils that 
reaches miles inland, that is anything but 
pleasant. 

But a dispatch from Santa Barbara 
States that the phenomenon has reached 
that place in & remarkable brilliant 
display. As here, in the early stages, there 
fs no odor. At Ventura the presence of 
phosphorus has been nightly noted in the 
water for almost the same length of time 
as further south, but last evening it had 
entirely disappeared and the water was 
almost as clear as before its appearance. 
Sailors on the government tug Slocum, 
now stationed at Santa Barbara, say thé 
line of muddy, yellow water now extends 
several miles north of Santa Barbara, ly- 
ing well in shore as it did along the coast 
of this country. 

The phosphorescent glow of the waters 
of ‘the bay and ocean in the vicinity of 
San Diego is disappearing, without any up- 
parent direction being taken. Two weeks 
ago the bay was alive with light and the 
Surface at Coronado was very beautiful. 
same red tinge which 
was noted at Redondo, but both the pi'os- 
phorescence and the red tinge are disap 
pearing, the latter apparently with great- 
er speed than the former. 

During the time of the somewhat pecu: 
liar phenomenon the sea was distinguisive:! 
by an odor somewhat peculiar, calling out 
such expressions as ‘“‘How salty the sea 
smells tonight; ‘‘How fishy the smeil;’’ 
“‘How like the sea.’”’ 

One of the pilots who had to be on the 
water describes the smell as that which 
comes from seaweed piled up on the <hore 
half dried out and half moist. The odo-s is 
disappearing with the disappearance of the 
glow and the red water. 

From Long FTeach to Santa Monica the 
conditions are much the same. The water 
has been dead for two nights and is slow- 
ly resuming .ts natural color. 

The old salt who voiced the opinion that 
the phosphorescent Hghts seen along the 
southern coast. for three weeks past had 
drifted in with a swift current from the 
north, perhaps had not been at sea for 
some time, That same jolly old tar said 
that wherever these wondrous phosphores- 
cent displays, simply anether name for 
whale food, were seen, there also came 
Jonah’s host of old. 

The lights, phosphorus, whale food or 
animalculae, whatever they may be called, 
have furnished amusement for thousands 
of visitors to the beaches nightly. The pre- 
diction that the adjacent bays would soon 
be full of whales has not been verified, un- 
less they be dead whales. And, from the 
odor arising just now from the waves from 
San Diego to Santa Monica, it has been 
Suggested that perhaps a drove of whales 
got onto the corner in good whale food 
going to waste on the southern coast came 
down from the Arctic in hot pursuit. But, 
being northern whales, they were used to 
a diet of northern-bred anitmaleulae and 
it has since oeen discovered that the ‘‘bugs”’ 
which have been ‘‘showing”’ in these parts 
are natives of the South seas and, there- 
fore, probably dealt death right and left 
to the leviathans, filling the bottom of the 
sea with dead whales. 

Anyway, that is the way it smells. Both 
Santa Monica and Long Beach have suf- 
fered, at various time, from one dead 
whale, but the present strain on the olfac- 
tory nerves convinces one that there must 
be at least a few dozen at each place. One 
ian stated that he did not believe it was 
dead whales, but dead animalculae and cir- 
curnstantial evidence could also be gotten 
logether to prove that he Is right. 

For three weeks thousands of visitors 
to the beaches have enjoyed the brilliant 
display of phosphorescent waves and then 
came the disillusion, or, as the circumstan- 
tial evidence will show, dissolution, 

Prof. Will L. Frew of the Long Beach 
High School made an analysis of the yel- 
low ocean water a week or ten days ago. 
After further examination he reaffirms that 
crystals of phosphorus or phosphates in 
abundance are readily seen under the nigh 
power glass, also the chemical tests for 
phosphates are perfect. 

“I wish, however, to modify the state- 
ment that no animal life is found,’’ con- 
tinues Prof. Frew. ‘The first jar of water 
which I examined did not contain animal] 
life. The second, which was of the deeper 
yellowish red, did contain many small crus- 
taceans known in science as peridinium in 
addition to phosphates. 

‘What else it contains I am not pre. 
ared to say. All of the hydroids, of which 
he jelly fish is a member, are more or 
less phosphorescent and more so dead than 
alive, and from July to September ts when 
they die, and their scattered fragments, if 
in sufficient quantities, light up the waves 
when the surface of the ocean !s agitated. 
This is what is sometimes called whale- 
food, as the sperm whale devours them by 
shoals. The water may contain this also. 
I have not found any. Why these distinct 
causes of phosphorescence so exist at this 
time is a mystery. I have no theory.”

GREATEST CATCH 


Fifty Thousand Fat Ones Released 
From One Trap Because Canne.<#s 
Are Supplied. 


TACOMA, Wash. Aug. 17.—The largest 
run of salmon known for years ig report- 
ed from the vicinity of San Juan Island. 
Word arrived from there that from one 
trap 50,000 fish were liberated on account 
of there being no market for them, the fish 
having been offered for 1 cent apiece. Seine 
men in the vicinity caught 5000 at one haul 
and were compelled to let the fish go, as 
they could find no market for them at any 
price, In the vicinity of the traps the wa- 
ter is said to ve alive with salmon and old 


fishermen say that the run_is the largest 
in the history of fishing in Puget Sound. 

The phenomenal run of Chinook salmon 
in the Columbian river also continues. 
Canneries and cold storage piants are un- 
able to handle the fish offered. During 
the t 10 days it is estimated that fully 
150, cases of fish have been packed and 
it is estimated that cold storage plants 
have cared for something like 3000 tons and 
perhaps 600 tons have been salted. This 
would make a grand total of 16,000,000 
pounds of fish handled in 10 days, which 
at 6 cents a pound would represent $960,000. 

Puget Sound canneries have more fish 
than they can handle. Fish are being left 
in the traps because the canneries cannot 
put them up. As salmon will keep in good 
shape in a trap for a week at least, if 
not overcrowded, the boats take out 
enough to keep them from suffocating each 
other and leave the remainder in the trap 
till such times as the cannery can take 
care of them. 

All the canneries are short of help, too, 
and the managers are using every en- 
deavor to get all grades of labor; men, 
women, boys and girls, to whom they are 
willing to pay the highest kind of wages. 
Many of the little girls are making $8 a 
day, and anyone can get work that applies. 
The boatmen are working night and day 
and almost sleep on their feet. 

Chinamen are offered $75 a month, free 
fare and board. 

Yesterday the Pacific Union Fish Co. had 
125,000 salmon on their floors and this morn- 
ing it could have had more. Its case is 
only a fair sample, and the fish are still 
running in countless swarms from the 
salmon bands to Point Roberts. They are 
running this year close to this side, inside 
Bellingham bay and up through Hale's pas- 
sage, and in the indentation leading to Last 
Sound salmon are jumping where they have 
not been seen before. Purse seins are 
catching thousands, but during this im- 
mense rush, when the canneries have more 
than enough for themselves out of their 
own traps, the purse seiners and gill net- 
ters find a poor market, unless they ma:se 
contracts beforehand. Then men who had 
contracts get from 15 to 20 cents a fish for 
their catch all the season. Those who had 
no contracts ” a high price at the begin- 
ning and end of the season and run 
chances during the rush. 

The salmon are just beginning to reach 
the Fraser river, and the fishermen there 
are beginning to report good-sized catwvhes.

Exciting Voyage of Milwav- 
kee to South Africa, 


BOTH TRAGEDY AND COMEDY 


4IAD TO TAKE ON SOLDIERS TO 
PRESERVE ORDER. 


Mutiny Was Over Food and the Muti- 


neers Were Placed in Irons, After 
the Soldiers Were Brought 
on Board the Ship. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 17.—The British 
Steamship Milwaukee arrived in port 
Thursday night after a voyage which will 
@0 on record as one of the most eventful 
@xperienced by any ship in recent years. 

While on the high seas 81 of the army 
transport’s complement of 72 muleteers 
mutinied. The recalcitrant hostlers threat- 
ened thé lives of the officers of the ship. 
The officers held the mutinous hostlers at 


/» bay at the point of pistols, and the Mil- 


Waukee put into the Island of Ascension, 
where a body of soldiers was taken aboard. 

After the muleteers had been placed 
under arrest, and while they were locked 
up, they beat Ferdinand Padron of this 
city with a rope and with their fists into 
@ state of insensibility. 


“While preparing for the return voyage, 
@nd while laying at Cape Town, fire broke 
out in the coa! bunkers of the Milwaukee, 
@nd she was forced to delay her departure 
@ week.

We knew 
tha® the men were desperate characters, 
and that we could not withstand them, 
and we feared they would become em- 
boldened and resort to greater violence, 
SO we put into Ascension Island. where 
we took aboard 10 soldiers of the marine 
branch’ of the service, and two officers, a 
Sergeant and a corporal. 

“When we took the soldiers aboard we 
corralled 10 men, who were led by Leo M. 
Lolar, who. I believe, lived in St. Louis, 
and a fellow who signed as B. Farley, and 
said he lived in New Orleans. We placed 
them up in the forecastle of the ship. 
Then we put to sea and went to Cape 
Town. When we arrived there we turned 
the men over to the civil authorities and 
they were tried and found guilty before a 
magistrate at Durban, and punished. 

“No, the English government will not 
bring the men back to the United States, 
for the contract was made null an? ° ' 
by the ship's captain. We could still 
further prosecute the men if we so de- 
sired, but we will not do _ so. We cer- 
tainly will not bring them back. Anyway 
that is my opinion, but, of course, I may 
be rmistaken.”’ 

During further conversation it was learned 
that the officers of the Milwaukee had to 
remain up while making to the Island of 
Ascension, and that to protect themselves 
they were armed with pistols, shotguns and 
hammers. 

Flogged by 
Kangaroo Court. 

The third officer of the Milwaukee, in 
speaking of the experience they had dur- 
Ing the “‘reign of terror,’’ said: 

“I have seen human brutes, but those 
fellows were fiends incarnate. 

“After the men were locked in the fore- 


castie of the ship the irons were taken off 
them and then it was that they fought 
among themselves. Among the prisoners 
was Ferdinand Padron, whose home is giv- 
en, on the ship’s papers as New Orleans. 
When the irons were removed the men be- 
gin to kick for more food. Padron refused 
to join in the protest, and to punish him 
the other 30 muleteers held what is known 
as a ‘kangaroo court.’ 

“This court senteneced Padron to be given 
40 blows on the naked back with a tarred 
rope by each of the three members’ who 
composed the ‘kangaroo court.’ Padron was 
stripped and laid on a barrel. A ‘Hebrew 
fellow,’ as he described him before the 
English magistrate, held his hand on Pad- 
ron’s Mouth so he could not shout and warn 
the seldiers, and then the miserable crea- 
ture was lashed 120 times across the back. 
“Bleeding and nearly dead Padron was 
thrown on his bunk, where he stayed until 
taken ashore at Durban. 

“The kangaroo court was to sit on the 
case of one White, another muleteer, but 
they were frightened by the condition of 
Padron, and let him go, but not until they 
had threatened his life if he gave them 
any more trouble. 

‘“‘Padron swore before the English court 
that each of the 31 muleteers hit him in 
the jaw with his fist, and as a result of the 
blows his face was so swollen that both 
eyes were closed.”’ 

The officers of the Milwaukee showed sev- 
eral columns of newspaper —— from 
the Natal Mercury, published at urban, 
South Africa, in which the full details of 
the er of the mutiny on the Milwaukee 
were told. 


Bewildered by 
American Slang. 

The accounts are facetious in the ex- 
treme in those passages in which they 
speak of how puzzled “his worship,” the 
Durban magistrate, was when the mule- 
teers fired off volleys of American slang 
at him in siving their side of the case. 

The African paper says that when the 
muleteers used such expressions as -‘‘de 


uy’ and “cold feet” the learned judge, 
ailing to comprehend, had to have an in- 
terpreter. 

The English paper’s description of how 
the Yexas doctor gave his testimony as to 
the wholesomeness of the meat can be bet- 
ter appreciated given as it was written. 
The paper says that when Mr. Renaud, 
who was defending the accused, was ques- 
tioning the doctor ard asked him if he 
was not afraid and wanted to go in to the 
Island of Ascension, the Texan said: 

“Eh, wall I dunt know if you would caal 
it fright, but you would have been on 
the same side-if yew'd bin theer.’’ 

T. H. Parsley, chief steward, was asked 
to say what the bill of fare he gave the 
muleteers was. 

He said, on the day before the men mu- 
tinied, they were given for breakfast at 
their own request oatmeal porridge, bis- 
cuits, butter, syrup and coffee. For dinner 
they had fresh soup, tinned corned beef, 
bolled potatoes, stewed apples. For tea, 
fresh bread, tea‘and jam. The steward 
said this bill of fare had been embodied 
in the report offered as evidence in the 
English court, together with the certifi- 
cates of the officers of the ship and the 
doctor, as well as certificates of the whole- 
someness of the food given by the ship's 
crew.

The trials and tribulations of the Mil- 
waukee’s crew on the return trip, while 
not so startling or nerve-destroying, were 
very exciting.

CREEK OIL SITUATION 
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OPERATIONS SUSPENDED BE- 


~TNOGAMBLING 
CRYING COLD. 


Of Interest and Value to Those Who Annually 
Suffer From Hay Fever. 


AT LONG BRANCH 


Por the First ‘Time Every 
Place Is Closed. 


THE TOWN IS STAGNANT 


HOTELS AND STORES COMPLAIN 
OF POOR TRADE. 


Strangely Enough, No One Seems to 
Know Exactly Who Is Responsi- 
ble for the Work of 
Reform There, 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—For the first sum- 
mer in the memory of the oldest inhabi- 
tant there has been no gambling at Long 


Branch this year. Every one of the half 
dozen or so clubhouses, as the gambiing 
places are politely called, is bolted and 
barred, the chains are up at the gates, 
and the grass is growing knee deep 
where flower gardens have been accustomed 
to bloom. The gambling apparatus is 
packed away, and the gamblers have gone, 
or most of them have, and the _ hotel- 
keepers and every one else in the town, 
who has to make enough there in six 
weeks of the year to keep the roof over 
his head for the other forty-six, are 
mourning and refuse to be comforted, be- 
cause gambling is not. 

The hack driver, the storekeepers, and 
and those who keep hotels and boarding- 
houses will tell you that, so far, the pre- 
sent season at Long Branch has been the 
poorest known in years, and when you 
ask the reason, the answer will almost 
invariably be: ‘Oh, these fool reformers 
dowi here couldn't rest easy until they 
got the gambling houses closed, and now 
all there-is for anybody to do here is_ to 
eat and bathe and walk and sleep. A lit- 
tle .of that goes a good way with the 
average summer tourist, particularly with 
the class that have been in the habit of 
spending the summer, or part of it, at 
the Branch.”’ 

It sometimes hapens that when a report 
gets abroad that gambling has stopped in 
this, that, or the other locality investiga- 
tion shows that it is not altogether true. 
In other words, it is a bluff report, sent out 
for its effect on the uninitiated, while those 
who know things can play until the cows 
come home. But.there fs no bluff about the 
statement that there is no gambling at 
Long Branch this year. It is painfully and 
mournfully and absolutely true. There are 
not even any little games running. Further 
than all that, even the gas has been turned 
off at the street mains from the pipes run- 
ning into the various clubs. 
it is said that every hotel of any import- 
ance at the resort runs its own game, and 
that there is a room in nearly every pri- 
vate cottage where the cottager and his 
friends may win and lose one another's 
money. The latter statement has so little 
truth in it that it is hardly worth while 
considering. The officers of the law would 
have difficulty in preventing men from 
‘gambling in their own homes, and what 
gainbling in their own homes, and what 
is confined to friendly games of poker, 
pinochle and hearts. 

There is some truth in the statement that 
there is gambling at the hotels. But it is 
the same kind of acetone beng has always 
gone on in every resort hotel everywhere 
on earth, and in many of the city hotels. 
Jt is as different from the gambling in 
public gambling houses as o!d maid is dif- 
ferent from stud poker. In most of the 
Long Branch hotels there is a clubroom, 
set out with small baize-covered tables, 
at which four persons may sit. Each tabla 
is provided with chips and cards, but ever 
table must supply its own banker, an 
those who play must win and lose from one 
another. There is no roulette. or faro, or 
any other gaine at any Long Branch hotel 
which requires greater apparatus than a 
pack of cards and a stack of chips. These 
clubrooms are maintained by the hotels for 
the accommodation of their patrons, but in 
no sense can it be said that the hotels are 
running games. 

The two greatest summer gambling places 
on the continent of North America have 
always been Saratoga and Long Branch. A 
few years ago the authorities at Saratog 
colsed up ll the gambling house and the 
town suffered in consequence. But until 
this season gambling at Long Branch has 
never been seriously lntertesell with. When, 
therefore, the regular visitor goes down 
there now and finds every gambling house 
in the town closed up as tight as a drum, 
he naturally makes some inquiries as to 
the cause and reason for it all. 

Remarkable as it may seem, few there 
are who can tell just who or what is re- 
sponsible for the change that has _ been 
wrought in the town. You ask if it is the 
work -of reformers, and people will tell 
you that they suppose it is, but yet they 
cannot understand how the reformers ac- 
complish so much without a reform wave. 
They will tell you that there has been no 
particular agitation against gambling at 
Long Branch in a long time. They will 
smile if you ask if the town is governed 
by a reform administration, and the best 
that most of them can do by the way of 
giving a reason for the closed town is just 
io put it on the ‘‘gosh-darned reformers,” 
and let it go at that.

The structure is 
now well under way and will be complet- 
ed in about two months. 

Mrs. Carnegie is perhaps the most unas- 
Suming rich woman in America, and until 
it leaked out not long ago that the beau- 
tiful little structure was Mrs. Carnegie's 
own project, and built according to her 
own design, it was never even suspected 
that she had a prorounced genius for arch- 
itectural art. 

When it ts finished a more original and 
beautiful little country seat than this new 

olf home of Mrs Carnegie’s cannot be 
ound anywhere. 

It stands on the summit of a high biuff, 
overlooking the Sawmill River Valley and 
the links of the St. Andrew Golf Club 
and is almost hidden from sight by tall 
oaks and stunted cedars. On all sides rise 
the jagged heads of projecting rocks. A 
wilder, more rugged and picturesque spot 
could not have been selected. 

And Mrs. Carnegie, in planning the new

The honeymoon was passed in the Isle of 
Wight, after which Mr. Carnegie introduced 
his bride in Scotland, a country to which 
she is now as loyal as her husband. 

Mrs Carnegie was a demure young wom- 
an of 27 at the time of her wedding. Her 
quiet tastes you may judge from the fact 
that she was married fn a simple gray trav- 
eling frock and without bridemaids. 

Twelve years of participation in the own- 
ership of countless millions have not 
changed her tastes. It wes only last 
spring that Mrs. Carnegie went to a fash- 
ionable modiste in Paris and asked for

UNIQUE NEW HAMPSHIRE TOWN 


South Hampton Never Had a Doctor, 
Lawyer or Undertaker and Crime 


Is Unknown There. 

EXETER, N. H., Aug. 17.—The laying 
of rails on the new Haverhill, Plaistow & 
Newton electric line will begin at the Ames. 
bury end Monday. After crossing the New 
Hampshire line the road will be the first 
of the medern innovations to take root 
in one of the most unique and charming 
towrs in Rockingham County—the town of 
South Hampton. Although the railway 
does not go through the village street. its 
path lies within the township for quite a 
distance, and its promoters were warmly 
welcomed by the townspeople. :

Mr. Butterfield Is Testing a 
Novel Theory. 


HAS BEEN LIVING ON WATER 


HAS NO IDEA HOW LONG HE WILL 
CONTINUE. 


Ate His Last Meal July 15 and Will 
Await the Return of a Natural 
Appetite Before Resuming 
Normal Habits. 


BOSTON, Aug. 17.—-Mr. F. H. But- 
terfield, instructor of music in the public 
schools of New Bedford, is down in the 
Maine woods undergoing an unique and 
self-imposed fast. On the evening of July 
15 he enjoyed a hearty meal, but since then 
he has been sustained wholly by an occa- 
sional glass of water and a faith that he 
is on the road to recovery from attacks of 
indigestion which threatened to become 
chronic. On Friday afternoon a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter drove out from Webb, Me., 
to Mr. Butterfield’s cottage on the shores 
of Webb pond and found him seated on the 
piazza dividing his attention between a vol- 
ume of Dr. Dewey's “New Gospel of 
Health” and a pair of red squirrels which 
raced about and over him, their only fear 
being that they would no<« get the last of 
a pocketful of peanuts. He talked quite 


freely about his fast. 

“It is true,” he said, “that for 25 days I 
have not tasted food, either solid or liquid. 
I am not fasting for a record or because I 
enjoy it. I am too good an eater for that. 


I stopped eating simply because I was cuu- 
vinced it was the only way to ward off a 
severe illness. For a number of years I 
have been a sufferer from indigestion. and 
on several occasions have found relief in 
abstinence from food. Twice I have gone 
a week at a time without a meal. When 
I came here the first of July, I was enjoy- 
ing my usual good health, but on the 
morning of the 16th had no desire whatever 
for food. I was not hungry at noon, and 
night brought me no appetite. Then it was 
I made up my mind not to again taste food 
until a natural hunger should demand it. 
I have now no craving for food. How long 
before I shall is a question time alone can 
answer.”’ 

Mr. Butterfield does not look like a man 
who has gone for nearly four weeks on & 
diet of spring water. That is, he does not 
appear emaciated. His eyes are bright, and 
there is color in his face. But there is a 
moderation of speech and action which does 
not speak great physical strength. When 
he went into camp he weighed 203 pounds. 
He has no way of telling just how much 
in weight he has dropped. It must be 
considerable, judging. from the looseness Of 
the suit he wears and which he took from 
his tailor on the day he left New Bedford. 
There is plenty of slack all around, par- 
ticularly at the waist, where the trousers 
easily overlap eight inches. Early in the 
fast, Mr. Butterfield gave up canoeing and 
fishing, and other activities, and although 
not feeling what might be termed weak, 
passes most of his time on the piazza of 
his camp, which commands a fine view of 
the lake and surrounding high hills. 

Mr. Butterfield’s theory is that his di- 

gestive apparatus was out of order when 
he came to camp, possibly from overwork, 
for he is a large man and has always been 
a good liver, and he believes that a good, 
long rest alone can put the human ma- 
chinery in good working order again. He 
says that he feels better already for his 
fast, which he says may end tomorrow and 
many continue for another fortnight. “I 
am not well yet.’’ he remarked, showin 
his tongue, which was somewhat coated. 
“My tongue must look better than that 
oer my stomach calls a halt in my fast- 
ng.”’ 
His faith that such a long abstinence 
from any Kind of nourishment is bound 
finally to benefit him in health, is not 
shared by Mrs. Butterfield and by his 
friends in the vicinity, who feel that he Is 
assuming a great deal of responsibility so 
far away from home and medical advice. 
The family had planned to leave at this 
time for other parts of Maine and also 
on a visit in New Hampshire, but Mr. 
Buttertield’s fast has caused such plans 
to be changed. He ts not inclined to break 
his fast just now, and if he were, he has 
not the streneth at once to take an ex- 
tended trip. Some morning he hopes to 
wake up good and hungry, and then he will 
eat; until then he will remain quiet on 
the piazza of his camp and enjoy watching 
his friends, the squirrels, eat.

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tREMARKABLE TRICKS ARE PER-., 


FORMED BY ITS AID. 


UTILIZED BY #CONJURORS 


Spiritualistic Manifestations Are Ap- 
proached, if Not Excelled, in 
Weirdness of Execution. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Xrays are now 
being utilized not only by surgeons and 
physicians, but by conjurors. So remarkable 
are some of the tricks performed with the 
aid of this scientific marvel that the mani- 
festations of spiritualistic mediums are ap- 
proached, if not excelled, in weirdness. 

A French manufacturer of physcal appa- 
ratus, who has been devoting himself for 
some time past to experiments with the 
Roentgen rays in his laboratory, which is 
encumbered with electric lamps, lamp 
globes, and glass apparatus of all kinds, 
recently perceived that these glass ob- 
jects, under the action of the Xrays, shone 
in the darkness, Here was one of those in- 
teresting, perhaps useful, discoveries due 


to accident, useful in this instance because 
the radiographs obtained up to the present, 
by means of artilicial screens, have been 
really good only when the sensitive bodies 
have been in small ¢rystals. In a pulveru- 
ient state they are nearly insensible to the 
Xrays, and it is almost impossible to ob- 
tain the grain of the screen upon the pho- 
tographic plate. It is easy, on the contrary, 
to work the glass in such @ way as to pre- 
vent any irregularity in the radiograph. 
Such experiments, it is said, will unques- 
tionably be made in the near future, but at 
present it is the fantastic uses to which 
the discovery may be put which are of pop- 
uiar interest. 

Porcelain, enamels, and diamonds, as well 
as objects covered with platino-cyanides 
(used by Roenegen) and with calcium tung- 
State, zinc sulphate, etc., have, like giass, 
the property of becoming luminous in the 
darkuess under the action of the Arays. 
There is, therefore, only the trouble of se- 
lection in order to get up a ‘spirit dance” 
with every certainty of success, while gen- 
uine spiritual Seances tail in most cases, as 
is weil known, because the “spirits” are 
unruly and disposed to be coyish. 

The following ‘‘manifestation’’ will prove, 
it is assured, sufficiently startling to jar the 
nerves of one not familiar with the terres- 
trial modus operandi. The Ruhmkorff coil 
is part of the apparatus used, but to prevent 
the spluttering vibrations of this mechanism 
from destroying the effect, it is placed in 
a distant room. The current that produces 
the Xrays is led into the Crookes tube by 
wires. ‘This apparatus, which is not very 
bulky, may be placed behind a door or he 
concealed under black cioth. The objects 
designed to become luminous are placed as 
near to the tube as possible, in the expe- 
riment under consideration a diner (who 
may be supposed to be nearsighted, since 
he wears giasses) is about to do justice to 
a tempting meal.

SANITARY ZEAL A’ MANIA 


Prof. Zimmer Declares the Business 
Competition With Men Inevitably 
Causes Insanity Among 
Women.

BERLIN, Aug. 17.—The war against

sTrows in dimensions: 

In Saxon, Switzerland, notices are posted 
on the tnees that wearers of trailing skirts 
will be fined. 

In Ischl, upper Austria, there have been 
Several instances of skirts of unsuspecting 
ladies be.ng torn by rabid sanitarians. 

At Ems, Prussia, the authorities have put 
up a notice that no long skirts are to be 
admitted within the precincts of the gar- 
dens, and the janitor refuses admission to 
those whose skirts are too long. 

The sanitary zeal of the Berlin police is 
rapidly becoming a mania. Under the new 
ordinance the touching of bread, cakes, 
etc., or the handling of meat or vegetables 
in shops is punishable with a heavy fine. 

Prof Zimmer, a leading specialist in men- 
tal diseases, has been investigating the 
cause of insanity among women and hag 
come to the conclusion that if women are 
admitted into competition with men the in- 
evitable result will be a tremendous in- 
crease Of insanity among the women. He 
finds that the percentage of women teach 
ers who become insane is almost double 
that of the men teachers. His investiga- 
tions spread over Germany, Switzerland, 
Austria and Russia. 

Inquiries were also made about women 
employed as telegraph operators, sales 
clerks and in the telephone service, and 
furthermore, with regard to women en- 
gaged in the Swiss watchmaking trade. 
These inquiries showed that in the occu- 
pation named a larger proportion of wo- 
men succumb to mental disorders.

MOBILE, Ala., Aug. 17.—The gulf coast

Our market to the foundation. 

The period will be memoravie in financial 
history as the one season in this genera- 
tion when the Bank of England and the 
Bank of Gersany put forth the panic bids 
of 6 and 7 per cent discount rate. 

In 1900 part of this gold fund was dragged 
back by American wankers, frighteneu al 
the possibilities of the presidential vote. 
But, even then, England. had virtually to 
beg the Bank of France to assume the ex- 
port burden in its place and Paris agreed 
unwillingly. The present summer is, 11 
fact, the first since the Transvaal war 
broke out when London financial critics 
have discussed, without open expression of 
alarm, the possibility of an old-fashioned 
outgo to America. 

, The discussion may be premature, though 

t began, as we now can see, when London 
understood the rain market situation bet- 
ter than New ork. Even now, London 
bankers are doing their best to avert direct 
demands by Shipping their own Australian 
Sold across the Pacific to San Francisco. 

There is, however, this much to be said— 
that the wholesale liquidation, now fairly 
completed in Europe's financial undertak-

Paris, which quietly watched the craze 
On the other markets and loaned on good 
Security the money which they embark.d 
in extravagant speculation, has merely had 
to open its gates to the home coming flood 
of gold.

During the past twelve months, indeed. the 
English bank has increased its stock of 
gold as rapidly as the Bank -of France, 
and meantime is lending less than last year 
by $20,000,000. the American demand is 
really urgent Europe can Spare the gold. 
It is not yet wholly clear how urgent the 
need will be. Tight money in New York 
would bring it promptly, but the future of 
money rates is in manute. 

The extraordinary movement of wheat in 

the past few weeks has upset half of the 
earlier calculations of the season. But the 
foreign demand for wheat is not yet fully 
tested. The grain trade itself will from 
now on watch the cleararces with unusual! 
curlosity.. Thus far in August the export 
figures indicate, after price allowances, that 
& $1,500,000 decrease in corn shipments as 
compared with 1900 is offset by increase of 
$7,900,000 in the wheat in addition to which 
the outbound cotton has contributed $1:- 
000,000 more exchange than it did a vear 
ago. Taken alone, this net increase ought 
to mean direct gold imports. But these are 
only the agricultural shipments and it is 
very early in the agricultural season. Rus- 
sia is yet to be heard from finally. though 
some remarks on that country’s harvest

it is a rather singular fact that the visible 
cause for the past week’s fall of one cent 
in sterling, as reported by all bankers, has 
been sales of drafts against Europe's pur- 
chase of our securities.

The English capital withdrawn from 
America has been scattered throughout the 
wastes of Cape Colony and the Orange Free 
State, or is locked in the British exchequer.

“Americans.”" Indeed, if London possessed 
the ready capital, it has a few opportuni- 
ties for its use at home, at least as invit- 
ing as the American steel and railway 
shares. A brief but eloquent table of com- 
parative net yield, lately drawn up by the 
London Economist showed that British con 
sols, at present prices, return to the in- 
vestor % or 1 per cent more than tIn_ 18958.

The report caused foreign markets to ad- 
vance and, the clearances continuing large, 
wheat advanced with corn, 

An immense amount of long wheat and 
corn came out for sale. L.quidation followed 
all week. The market was hammered 
down 

Everything indicates that the market for 
wheat wil) be controlled in the future by 
foreign buying. 

Foreign Countries 
Are Buying Heavily. 

Many estimates have been issued on the 
French wheat crop. The latest place it at 
364,000,000 bu, with import requirements of 
100,000,000 bu. The Russian and German 
crops are said to be short, but no definite 
estimates of how much wheat those coun- 
tries will have to import have been made. 

One thing is very evident—the foreign 
wheat crop 1s short, and the foreign coun- 
tries are buying more wheat right now than 
ever before. Exporters buy whether the 
market goes up or fa.jis. If there were not 
a bigw shortage in breadstuffs in Europe, 
the foreigner would no doubt wait for the 
American market to fall before making his 
purchases. 

Hie is buying everything he can get now 
before it becomes definitely known in Amer- 
ica what Europe must have. 

In America, there is nothing bullish in the 
condition of wheat. 

A winter wheat crop of 450,000,000 bu, all 
exceptionally tine, has been harvested and 
threshed. The spring wheat is very fine 
It is estimated that Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas will produce at least 200,000,000 bu, 
and that 100,000,000 bu will be raised in 
other spring wheat states. 

The crop in Manitoba is exceptionalls 
good, being estimated at 52.000,000 bu., the 
largest ‘ever raised in Canada. 

But the foreign demand has kept up the 
prices in spite of the unprecedented crop. 

The shortage in corn has forced the farm- 
ers to hold back their wheat to. feed to 
their cattle. This has caused a big falling 
off in the receipts. St. Louis last week re- 
ceived only 768,000 bu, 500,000 bu less than 
were received the same week a year ago. 

‘This heavy export business cannot go on 
forever,’ said a grain man Saturday. ‘We 
soon will not have the wheat tea sell. 
While we have raised an tmmense crop, 
there are circumstances which reduce it to 
a normal crop. Because of the shortage of 
the corn crop, the farmers will have to feed 
from 50,000,000 to 100,000,000 bu to their stock. 
The shortage in vegetables, and the re- 
sultant high prices, have caused city people 
tO eat more bread, it being the cheapest 
food. Since the drouth the sale of flour has 
increased from 20 to 30 per cent. It goes 
to shew that the people are eating bread 
instead of vegetables. 

“This increased consumption of flour can- 
not possibly diminish, because no more 
vegetables can be raised this year. Flour 
is cheaper than potatoes at $1.25 to $1.50 a 
bushel. 

Exports and Consumption 
Will Raise Wheat Price. 

“This export buying and the increased 
‘onsumption of flour at home is bound to 
force wheat up. Wheat is now too low, 
when we take into consideration the de- 
mands which will be made on our crop.” 

E. J. Smiley, secretary of the Grain 
Dealers’ Association of Kansas, says his 
state will use at least 20,000,000 bushels of 
wheat for stock feed. Kansas did not 
suffer any more from drouth than other 
states west of the Mississippi river. What 
is true of Kansas is also true of other 
western states. They will use a great 
quantity of wheat for stock feed, thereby 
lessening the amount availabie for export. 

Grain men look for a gradual advance in 
wheat from now on.

LARCHMONT, N. Y., Aug. 17.~—Today's 
race between the Constitution and the Co- 
lumbia was only a matter of seconds.

Many of these were 
women, however, and their gay costumes 
and millinery lent color to the scene. 

The early attendance was small, and 
when the bugle blew for the first race the 
grandstand was meagerly occupied. Later 
trains, however, swelled the attendance. 

In the betting ring only three regular 
books were going, and the betting mer- 
chants were not taking any long chances in 
their calculations. 

The tabulated starters, Messrs. Dwyer 
and Holtman, having failed to make an ap- 
pearance, Joseph A. Murphy, the presiding 
judge, took his stand at the barrier is 
starter, and sent the ponies away in as 


clean and prompt a manner as if he had 
wielded the flag all his life. 

Associate Judge Hopper acted as judge in 
his absence. 

The first race on the card was a “‘frost.’’ 
No one had a bet to make. No one wanted 
to bet. There were few persons present, 
and they wandered about the betting ring 
looking at the empty stalis and at the 
odds posted on the three boards occupied 
by the pencilers, The long array of empt 
betting booths thinned their sporting blood.

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RABBIT BRAINS FOR LOCKJAW 


City Hospital Physicians Make 
Experiment on Patient and Im- 
provement Is Soon Noted. 


Fresh rabbit brains were used by City 
Hospital physicians yesterday afternoon in 
treating a case of lockjaw, and the patient 
last night was said to be improving. 

The treatment is one which has been 
used only a few. times, and it never has 
been attempted in St. Louls before. 
Edward Caldwell, a negro, was taken to 
the hospital yesterday with a mashed foot, 
from which lockjaw had resulted. The 
foot had been injured by a heavy stone 
falling upon it. 

Fresh rabbit brains were injected into the 
softer tissues of his body where they would 
come in contact with the blood. Improve- 
ment was noted in a short time. 

The theory of the case, the physicians 
say, is that lockjaw is caused by the ab- 
sorption into the brain of the toxin or 
poison from the blood.

One peach for every man, woman and 
child in the United States 

This is the contribution which the Ozark 
fruit belt, centering in Howell and Oregon 
counties, will mako to the world’s peach 
crop in 1901. 

The world has heard much of the big red 
apple of southern Missouri. It will hear 
much more this year of the big red peach. 

Big with luscious bounty and red with the 
erimson dye imprinted by a relentless sun, 
the south Missour! peach has lauched at the 
worst drouth of haifa century, and is now 
rewarding its growers with a crop which 
promises to become historic in horticul- 
ture. 

Late estimates place the shipping figures 
at 600 carloads, besides the large quantity-of 
peaches which will be used for local con- 
sumption and for canning, evaporation and 
distilling. 

In the hillside orchards and at the pack- 
ing sheds and shipping stations of Howell 
and Oregon counties and the counties ad- 
joining, 6000 men and women are harvesting 
and crating the enormous yield. 

For a week the host of pickers and pack- 
ers has been gathering. 

Sure of at least a month's employment, 
the peach harvesters have come to the big 
farms from 4 territory little less extensive 
than that which will receive the fruit han- 
died by them.

The farmer of this region does not let his 
trees groan with their burden. With the 
quantity of his yield assured by the extent 
of his acreage, he seeks quality, and by 
vigorous pruning he holds down to an av- 
erage of one bushel each tree which, unre- 
strained, would exhaust themselves and the 
soil in bearing fourfold as much fruit of in- 
ferior size and flavor.

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The packer must classify each peach at 
a glance in regard to its size and stage of 
ripeness, For the aid of beginners a meas- 
ure for determining the diameter of 
peaches is sometimes furnished, but an ex- 
perienced packer never needs such help. 

l"irst-class peaches, which should be from 
2%, to 2% inches in diameter, are packed in 
«ix-basket crates, containing about three- 
fourths of a bushel. The two smaller sizes 
packed in four-basket crates and in 
boxes holding one-half and one-third of a 
bushel.

For fruit which has been left on the tree 
a trifle too long the express office furnishes 
the best way to market. It is one of the 
duties of the forewomen among the pack- 
ers to make up the express packages which 
are shipped daily from every station in the 


two counties. These are usually packed in 
one-third and one-half bushel boxes, di- 
vided by one or two partitions:to prevent 


bruising 


There is one ‘‘trick of the trade” In 
peach packing which may be properly so 
called. This is prescribed in the rule that 
fruit shall be laid in the crates with the 
‘“‘blush”’ uppermost. When the “blush” is 
as deep and as conspicuous as is the case 
this vear, this rule, which is supposed to 
add to the selling qualities of the fruit, is 
easily observed. 

The principal shipping points along the 
Memphis route, the only line penetrating 
the peach belt, are Olden, Koshkonong, St.

Peach picking is not exactly a trade, but 
there are things besides dexterity which 
the green hand must learn. The most Im- 
portant acquirement is the knowledge of 
the proper stage of ripeness at which 
peaches should be picked. The geod picker 
must estimate the time consumed in pack- 
ing and shipment in determining whether 4 
peach should be picked today or left until 
tomorrow or later. The man whose eye 1s 
trained to make this distinctjon is more 


valuable to his employer than another who 
fills twice as many baskets dally with all 
the fruit within reach, regardless of its 
stage of ripeness. 

Baskets by the thousands are required on 
a large farm. When the fruit is packed at 
a central house, as at St. Elmo and Kosh- 
konong, the wagons make their rounds col- 
lecting the loaded baskets from the first 
morning blowing of the horn to its last 
echo at suppertime. Where the men carry 
their baskets to small packing tents near 
by fewer baskets are needed.

A startling advance in the price of tin 
cans, attributed to the operations of the 
trusts, tends to discourage the canning of

Peach brandy is becoming the chief out- 
put of distilleries in this section. 

Evaporation has been tried on the Olden 
farm and elsewhere, and has not in most 
cases yielded satisfaction or profit. The 
peaches of this region are in most years 
too juicy to be good subjects for evapora- 
tion. 

“When the juice {s taken out of them,” 
said a grower, ‘‘there’s nothing left.” 

This will be less of an objection this year, 
as the peaches are less overrunning with 
juice, but evaporation has gone out of 
vogue here, and few attempts in this ~ 
rection will be made. 

All parts of the United States will be ins 
cluded in the market for this year’s crop. 
The first car shipped from the Olden farm 
went to Boston, while Chicago was the des. 
tination of the first carload out of St. 
Elmo. Sam R. Young of Springfield, one of 
the biggest buyers of this section, is ship- 
ping to St. Louis and points further Hast. 

Detroit, Milwaukee and other cities in dl. 
rect range of the Michigan fruit belt are 
included in the markets which the Mis- 
sourl shippers will seek to control this 
year. 

A new line from St. Louls to the peach 
belt is now thought to be a possibility of 
the future. The Frisco, which crosses the 
Memphis near Springfield, has recently ab- 
sorbed the latter road, and will soom be = 
ee it. 

The Frisco now has a branch from Cuba, 
Mo., to Salem. The latter point fs less than 
6) miles distant from Willow Springs, on 
the Memphis. With these two points on the 
enlarged Frisco system conected by @ line 
through Dent and Texas counties, the 
round-about route via Springfleld would be 
avoided, and Howell County would be with« 
in easy and ‘direct reach of the greatest 
market in the Mississippi valley. 

Meanwhile the trip from St. Leuls oF 
Kansas City to and through Howell Coune 
ty affords one of the finest outings te be 
had in the Ozarks. 

At Cedar Gap, 40 miles south of Spring- 
field, the highest point in Missouri ft 
reached, and the train seems to move 
through the cloudd as hazy views of dig- 
tant mountains and valleys are afforded.

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Three Men Mysteriously Disappeared and 


Before Their Bodies Were Found, Two 
Astute Detectives Had Satisfied 


Themselves as 


to the Manner, 


Time and Place of Their Death 
and Were Trailing the Men 
Who Killed Them.

bt K's WEST, @ prisoner in the Seat- 
: tle jail, has just been brought 

back from Dawson, Alaska, 
where he was taken to give testimony 
against George O’Brien, who was convicted 
there a few days ago of the murder of 
and Lineman 
Olson, The murder was committed on 
Christmas, 1898. 

O’Brien was convicted solely upon cir- 
cumstantial evidence, much of which was 
discovered even before it was definitely 
‘known that a crime had been committed 
and weeks before the bodies of his victims 
were found. It was secured under condl- 


* tions that would seem to have rendered its 


discovery impossible, being literally dug 
out of the Klondike snow and ice with the 
mercury at times 40 degrees below zero. 

“Kid’’ West, while in jail at Dawson 
three years ago, had been invited by 
O’Brien, who was also in the Dawson jail 
for theft, to join in such a crime as that 
for which he has since been convicted. 
West refused and then O’Brien took a man 
named Graves for a partner. West was 
loaned by the State of Washington to the 
Canadian authorities té give his testimony, 
which was partially corroborative of the 
circumstantial evidence. 

This evidence was secured by Constable 
A. Pennycuick, a member of the Canadian 
mounted police, assisted later by Inspector 
McGuire of the Pinkertons. From the facts 
absolutely known and the evidence thus se- 
cured, this story of the crime in detail was 
developed: 

On CHristmas Day, 1898, Tynn Relfe, Fred 


_Clayson and Lineman Olsen started on fout 


up the Yukon river, in Alaska, bound’ from 
Minto to Hotchikoo and beyond. Relfe was 
@ well-known Seattle man, who had struck 
it rich in the Klondike diggings. Clayson 
was a wealthy business man, having inter- 
ests in Dawson and Skagway, and well 
known throughout the Klondike. Olson was 
an employe of the Dominion Telegraph Co. 

Before leaving Minto the three tele- 
graphed ahead for dinner at Hotchikoo, 
and then, with Olsen leading the way with 
a lengthened stride, they started up the 
trail. But when the dinner was served at 
Hotchikoo not one of them came to eat, 
They had disappeared utterly in the wilds 
of the Yukon river. 

These were the only facts known until 
Pennycuick took up the case. The rest of 
the story he developed, and much of it has 
been proven true. 

From the facts so learned the story of 
the crime is told. 

' For three months O’Brien and Graves 
had been living by theft along the trail. 
With goods stolen from caches they were 
equipped for the crime. Lying in wait 
at a well-placed ambush they saw Relfe, 
Clayson and Olson come up the trail to the 
fork and continue up along the main route. 

They then divided a flask of whisky and 
ran through the intercepting trail. Sep- 
arating near the main trail one went up 
and one down a few steps, and there they 
waited, as their tracks on the old snow 
proved. 

Relfe, Clayson and Olson walked fast 
along the river trail. Olson was at the 
head of the party. Relfe came next. Clay- 
son, wheeling a broken bicycle, was the 
last of the three. 

They passed the first concealed in the 
brush at their left and then he stepped 
silently into the road. His moccasined feet 
made no sound. None of the three looked 
around. . 

Hardly had ‘the man in the rear raised 
his rifie to his shoulder when the. three 
travelers saw a‘man step from the brush 
a few feet ahead of them. He held a 
Winchester ritie raised to his shouldor. 

Relfe, Clayson and Olson stood between 
two men, who held loaded rifies at their 

Then the two murderers ordered their 
victims into tha site trail which led up 
to6 the bank. As the party proceeded up 
this trail the man in. front backed up, with 
Ahis rife raised. The man at the rear fol- 
lowed them up. . 

When the three victims reached a point 
where Olson was 48 feet up this trail, Rel- 
fe 28 feet and Clayson 18 feet, Clayson, ev- 
idently realizing thé deathtrap into which 
he had been led, made a leap for liberty 
into the thick brush to the right. 

He reached a point six feet six inches 
from the trail when the murderer who was 
behind shot him through the body with a 
‘Winchester. 

Relfe then stood for a moment transfixed. 
The rhurderer who had shot Clayton, after 
ejecting the shell from his rifle, ran up the 
trail toward Relfe, and, as he ran, fired a 
shot at Relfe. It missed. The bullet struck 
a tree 64 feet up the trail. 

The villain still ran toward Relfe, who 
was elther paralyzed with fear or vainly 
trying to draw a revolver from beneath his 
parka, and wiien but ten feet from him the 
highwayman fired a second shot, which 
struck the young man in the body. 

Relfe dropped in his tracks and died 
without a sirugegle. 

Olson at the first shot had leaped into 
the brush at the left of the trail. As he did 
go the man ahead of him, who had backed 
up before the three victims, leaped toward 
him and fired a shot, which missed. A sec- 
ond shot found its mark. Olson struggled

There they 
left the bodies again, on the top of the 
gravel bank which there rises 40 feet above 
the stream. This finished the murderers’ 
Christmas Day. 

On the 26th of December O’Brien and 
Graves returned to the place where the 
corpses lay. They dragged the frozen bodies 
one by one down the gravel bank and 
, threw them into the water hole. They cut

sections of the wood between the spokes of 
Clayson’s bicycle. Floated thus by the wood 
the wheel, when thrown into the water 
hole, was carried away beneath the ice by

That afternoon O’Brien and Graves built 
a bonfire outside their tent. In this fire 
they burned the clothing and other scraps 
of evidence which they had carried to the 
cabin. The bits of metal and-buttons, which 
were left, were tossed as far as possible 
from the fire. 

‘The murderers then returned to the trail, 
where they had shot their victims. They 
picked up two or three bits of paper which 
had been left on the snow. These they 
chewed up into wads and tossed aside into 
the brush. Confident that they had thus 
obliterated the last traces of their guilt, 
George O’Brien and Graves returned to 
their camp. The next morning they parted. 

O’Brien was found in Jayne’s cabin in 
Tagish, but Graves.eluded the searchers. 

That so complete a story of the crime 
could be secured by men with almost no 
clew seems well night impossible. But it 
was done. As soon as Relfe, Clayson and 
Olson. failed to appear at Hotchikoo the 
fact that the men disappeared was reported 
to the Canadian mounted police, as all such 
facts always are, but it was commonly be- 
lieved that the men had fallen into some 
icehole in the river or had broken through 
ice where it was thin at the rapids. 

One man only, as -far as known in all 
that country, had any doubts about the ac- 
curacy of the theory that the three men 
had been lost by accident, and that man 
was Constable Pennycuick. 

Pennycuick was not a trained detective, 
but he was a trained frontiersman, and 
had seen six years of service on the force 
This was his second season in Alaska. 

He is a lean man and wiry. He stoops 
ever. so lightly as he walks, just a s#us- 
picion of a stoop--rather looking ahead for 
small objects. 

He has high cheek bones, a prominent 
108se, Keen, cold gray eyes and a straight, 
thin-lipped mouth. 

He is a silent man, but what he says is 
worth listening to. And he Knows the signs 
of a trail better than an Indian. 

This man did not believe that Lynn Reife, 
Fred Clayson and Lineman Olson had 
drowned. Accidental death for three men 
under such circumstances as this was too 
rare. 

Furthermore, 
a drowning were 


the opportunities for such 
too few between Minto 
and Hootchikoo. Pennycuick believed that 
the three men had been murdered, and he 
so telegraphed to Capt. Scarth at Dawson. 

The reply to his telegram was character- 
istic of the force. It said: 

“Go and find the murderer and stay until 
you do find him.” 

To understand something of the task be- 
fore this backwoods detective it should be 
said here that within 48 hours after the 
three men disappeared the depth of snow, 
which was already considerable on Christ- 
mas, was increased two and a half feet by 
a blizzard. Pennycuick, to obey the orders 
at once, would be foreed to go on snow- 
shoes in the deadly cold and the lengthened 
nights of a semi-arctic winter. 

A couple of week$ before this time Penny- 
culck had heard that thieving was going on 
along the trail between Minto and Hootchi-

A dzy or so after Pennycuick's visit to 
the thieves’ camp the pair disappeared. 

Very naturally Penunycuick thought of 
these two professional thieves when he 
heard of the disappearance of Relfe, Clay- 
s0n and Olson. 

With the ground everywhere buried un- 
der the heavy snow the task of getting any 
evidence in the case seemed “aimost su- 
perhuman, but Pennycuick went to work in 
a careful and systematic manner. 

Hie first pjcked out the locality of the 
crime. If the men were murdered ten to 
one their bodies had been shoved through 
a water hole in the river. Only one such 
hole that was hidden existed between Min- 
to and Hootchikoo. All others could be 
Seen for miles on either side, and would 
therefore be avoided by men engaged in 
Such a task as that of shoving the bodies 
of murdered men under the ice 

On New Year’s day, 1899, Pennycuick 
Went to the concealed water hole ‘where 
he began to search for traces of the sup- 
posed murder, and, in spite of the depth 
of snow that had fallen, he found his way 
immediately to a camp not far away in 
the woods. 

Nearly three feet of snow had fallen yet 
a trail from that camp to the water hole 
was clearly visible to the eyes of this 
trained woodsman. A considerable depth of 
snow was already on the ground when the 
blizzard came. Men occupying the camp 
had passed to and fro between it and the 
water hole, making a trail in the old snow. 
The new snow had buried that old trail, 
but because the trail lay chrough a forest 
the new snow had not drifted. It had fallen 
straight down, and the surface of the new 
snow revealed the hollows and depressions 
in the old as clearly as if it had been the 
copper film of an electrotype. 

Going te the camp Pennycuick looked in 
and saw there the stove with the. curious 
fixure-eight draft hole. 

Here then was good evidence that the 
professional thieves had seen in the other 
camp and had been camping here. 

Next Pennycuick learned that on the 
morning of Dec. 27 Mrs. Jennie C. Prather, 
then on her way up the river from Dawson 
in company with her husband, lost her 
way near Minto and strayed from the riv- 
er trail Intu the woods. She was follow- 
ing a formerly traveled trail known as the 


Pork trail. It ran directly past the camp 
that Pennycuick found near the concealed 
water hole. 

As she passed along Mrs. Prather was 
startled by seeing a man step out from 
the brush. It wag George O’Brien. He 
drew a sled and a dog walked beside him. 
He carried a rifle on his arm. He was 
then on his way from his camp te the rivér 
road. 

He made some excuses of having lost 
his way. He accompanied Mrs, Prather 
to the river, where she jotned her husband. 
O’Brien went with the: Prather party up 
river and finally left them four days later. 

These facts, in such a region, conclu- 
sively proved that O’Brien had been camp- 
ing near the water hole, but as yet no evi- 
dence was in hand to prove that he had 
been guilty of murder, or even that murder 
had been committed. 

But in spite of the severest physical work 
known to the history,of revealed crime 
Pennycuick made no headway thereafter 
until about March,1. 

In the meantime Will Clayson, a brother 
of lost Fred Clayson, had appealed to the 
Pinkertons and Inspector McGuire had 
been sent to Dawson _to work on the mys- 
tery.

Mr. Keppel, who is the younger brother 
of the Earl of Albemarle, was three years 
since transferred suddenly from a lieuten- 
ancy in the Gordon Highlanders to a well- 
paid and easy post in Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
Chicago agency. 3 

Mrs. George Keppel, who has a fine house 
in Portman Square, close to that of the 
King’s daughter, the Duchess of Fife, is a 
much too important social figure to forsake 
London for Chicago. Twice it has been 
given out that she was to visit her hus- 
band in the United States. Twice, in defer- 
ence to the King’s wishes, the visit has 
been deferred. 

Mr. Keppel returns yearly for a short 
isit. iis appearance scarcely creates a 
bse in Marlborough House circles. It is 
not noted in the Court Chronicle. He is 
entirely overshadowed by his wife, who 
for years has enjoyed the admiration of 
King Edward, who has considered her the 
wittiest and most attractive woman in Lon- 
don society. 

Last winter Mrs. Keppel’s departure for 
a short stay in Chicago was planned. Then 
came the period of court mourring. The 
be cheered over that 
gloomy time, and as no one accomplishes 
the rather onerous task of maintaining the 
King’s spirits as does Mrs. Keppel, she 
@handoned the voyage. 

Now, however, that the King is going to

Mrs. Keppel has an opportunity to slip 
away to join her husband. 

Both will be Sir Thomas Lipton’s guests 
during the cup races, for tne King’s 
friends are always sure of a welcome from 
Sir Thomas. Mrs. Keppel and the King 
were guests of the Drexels at Cowes two 
weeks ago at a sort of farewell entertain- 
ment before Mrs. Keppel's departure. They 
lunched incognito aboard the Drexel steam 
yacht. Other royal visit were planned, but 
the death of the Dowager Empress Fred- 
erick of Germany, the King’s _ sister, 
changed the program. 

Mrs. Keppel’s chief distinction in 4a s0- 
cial way is, perhaps, that she lives in the 
limelight of the throne. 

She has no official position at King Ed- 
ward's court; her actual position is that of 
the leader of the King’s set of intimaie 
friends. | 

The King has always admired beautiful 
women. Mrs. Keppel is the latest to en- 
joy his favor and social] patronage, Just es 
a dozen other famous beauties—Lady Mor- 
daunt, Lady Brooke, Mrs. James Brown 
Potter and Mrs. Lantry have enjoyed it 
in times past. 

The friendship between the King and 
Mrs. George Keppel began about four years 


ago. It was not until two years ago that 
society in genera] became aware of it. 

Mrs. Keppel has no title, although by 
birth she is accustomed to the courtesy of 
rank. Her father was Sir Arcifibald Ed- 
monstone, a Scotchman, and the men of 
the family have been distinguished for 
generations in the British army and navy. 

In 1891 she married the Hon. George Kep- 
pel, who is the son of the late Earl of 
Albemarle and the brother of the present 
Earl. The Keppels were happy, perhaps, 
though poor. Mr. Keppel drew a petty 
army salary and was the junior partner 
in a small retail liquor store in London, 
His income was $3000 a year. 

Through their titled connection they 
kept somewhat in touch with the London 
smart set, although they were not of it. 
This was not due to a lack of beauty and 
charm upon the part of Mrs. Keppel, but 
solely to the fact tnat it requires a mint 
of money to maintain a fashionable estab- 
lishment in London. 

Mrs. Keppel was invited to join a party 
of friends upon a yachting trip to the Ri- 
vera. Yachting trips do not come down 
like manna every day upon the families 
of small wine dealers. Mrs. Keppel ac- 
cepted the invitation. 

On thé trip she was presented to his 
royal highness, the Prince of Wales. 

That was the beginning of the comet-like 
rise of Mrs. Keppel. 

Upon the Rivera trip Mrs. Keppel took 
occasion to present to the prince her 
friend, Mrs. Potter Palmer of Chicago, and 
Mrs. Palmer's niece, Miss Julia Dent Grant, 
now the Princess Cantacuzene. 

Through the prince Mrs. Keppel at once 
mads the acquaintance of all the English 
social leaders who might be of the greatest 
advantage to her. In this way she be- 
came friends with Mrs. Cavendish Bent- 
nick and her sister, who is Mrs. Ogden 
Mills of New York. 

Mrs. Keppel, it is expected, will be en- 
tertained by Mrs. Mills on her forthcoming 
visit to Newport. 

The prince of Wales began to sing the 
praises of his new friend as the handsom- 
est, the wittiest, the most charming woman 
in London. This infatuation of his royal 
highness led to a mild upheaval in English 
upper life. It was not a disturbance so 
serious as that which followed upon the 
heels of his friendship with Lady Mordaunt 
or others of Mrs. Keppel’s predegpssors. 
Society had become accustomed to royal 
whims. Besides, Mrs, Keppel was really 
charming. 

And, moreover, the prince was nearer the 
throne and becoming hourly a power in- 
stead of the shadow of a power. 

Mrs. Keppel’s success was immediate. It 
was not necessary for her to learn court 
usages by rather painful experiences. She 
knew them by inheritance, and the prince 
smoothed the way. 

Even tlie princess of Wales did not in- 
augurate a social boycott as she did in the 
case of Lady Brooke of baccarat fame, now 
the countess of Warwick. 


Queen Victoria received Mrs. Keppel upon 
several occasions. It is said that the Queen 
had a marvelous intuition for getting at 
facts under a mass of court gossip. She 
set her seal of acceptance upon Mrs. Kep- 
pel as a beautiful and witty womap for 
whom the prince had a natural and quite 
laudable admiration.» A woman who pre- 
served the prince fromm boredom was not to 
be passed over lightly. 

It came to be the understanding that 
when the prince was invited to a great 
house Mrs. Keppel also should be a guest. 
The prince in his turn never failed to add 
the names of Mr. and Mrs. Keppel to his 
own invitation list. 

Only once there was a slight misunder- 
standing. The prince was to be the guest 
of the Duke of Richmond, and the list of 
other guests invited to make up the house 
party was submitted to his royal highness. 
He raised his eyebrows and shrugged his 
big shoulders.

The Prince’s interest in the Keppels did 
not cease with Mrs. Keppel. It extended 
to the welfare of Mr. Keppel also. Tha lNit- 
tle wine shop in Pall Mall prospered as 
never before. The Keppel wines came into 
demand. Probably the firm made a iot of 
money, berause the junior partner and his 
wife began to live very smartly. They went 
everywhere. Still the Prince, known al- 
ways as a royal good fellow in spite of 
his rank, and every inch a democrat, felt 
that he had not done enough for Mr. Kep- 
pel. He applied to Sir Thomas Lipton, the 
Sportsman and fabulously rich merchant, 
to give Keppel a boost. 

Unfortunately Sir Thomas had no post 
in England sufficiently important«to be of- 
fered to Mr. Keppel. It was too bad. but 
Sir Thomas saw a way out. He tendered 
Mr. Keppel an easy post with good wages 


—in Chicago. Mr. Keppel took it. Since 
then he goes back on an annual visit to 
England. °

Her position could not be stronger, at 
least for the time, if she had fifty titles. 

A certain great lady issued invitations 
for a ball to be held on June 1. ‘The 
King is inexorable in his demand for strict 
etiquette in the way of mourning. He 
sent Mrs. Keppel to order the lady peremp- 
torily to cancel the plans for her ball. 

The society leader caused it to be cir- 
culated among her friends that she did not 
object to obeying the order, but that she 
was strenuously opposed to receiving it 
through Mrs. Keppel, because that lady 
had as yet no official position at court. 

Generally speaking, Mrs. Keppel is popu- 
lar with women in the court set, strange 
as this may seem in view of the fact that 
royal society is by no means devoid of or- 
dinary feminine jealousy. 

Recently the King was the guest of Sir 
Archibal Edmonstone of Duntreath Castle, 
Scotland, the brother of Mrs. Keppel. ‘The 
party was almost entirely a family one, 
including only the fascinating Mrs. Keppel 
and the King. 

Day after day the King drove with Mrs. 
Keppel in his pony phaeton, and testified 
that he enjoyed the visit at Duntreath by 
staying several days longer than had been 
intended at first. 

At the time of the accident to Shamrock 
II, Sir Thomas Lipton’s challenger yacht, 
the King and Mrs. Keppel were on the 
boat. Mrs. Keppel showed rare pluck, 
shouting to the others to save themselves, 
and she would take care of herself. 


Mrs. Keppel is quick at repartee and apt 
in epigram. One proof of her intellectual 
charm is the fact that she interests the 
King. At 60 he is doubtless past the age 
when beauty captivates him by putting 
ice down his back, as did the irresistible 
Lily Langtry upon her first meeting with 
the Prince of Wales. 
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Mrs. Keppel dresses faultiessly, with that 
valuable intuition in matters of dress 
which so many English women lack and 
all French women have. 

She is tall, of medium size, dark, with 
fine velvety blue eyes and blue black hair. 
She has a little daughter 6 years old. 

Last season it was a matter for some 
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discussion as to just what attention she 
would receive had she visited Newport. 
To be the friend of the Prince of Wales 
has not always proved an open-sesame to 
New York society. 

But the prince Is now the King. Mrs. 
Keppel has now, as she has had all along, 
a place in English society beyond question.

An extract from an editorial published by the Columbus (O.) Press- p 
Post in apology for an attack made in its news columns upon the Board of 
Equalization of that city, explaining how the attack came to be made and 

how the editor was powerless to prevent it: 


4% 9 ARLY Monday morning Mr. Marshall, acting city editor, was asked for an 
explanation, and he flatly disavowed responsibility, laying it to the door of

> ty forced upon us by the organization known as Newswriters’ Union No. 2. 
> 4 °&£«|\Not being able to obtain any satisfaction whatever from Mr. Marshall, our 
ott + editer, and preferring to have no city editor at all, rather than one so wholly 
mpetent, Mr. Marshall was politely requested to resign. He refused point- 
fank. We do not know how long we shall be obliged to suffer Mr. Marshall's 
amaging incumbency as acting city editor, but we shall try to accomplish his re- 
jovul without much delay, and, meanwhile, we humbly beg and pray for the 
Waritable ce of our long-suffcrin g 
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editor. He could not even limit the number 
of reporters to be employed. 

Early in the present summer Mr. Jones 
became dissatisfied with his news service, 
Marshall said it was all right. One July 
afternon the crisis aame. A wreck had 
occurred In the railroad yards of such mag- 
nitude as to call for scare-head type. All 
the other papers used it. The Press-Post 
aid not. ““‘Why?’ asked Bditor Jones. City 
Editor Marshall explained that Railroad 
Reporter Dearduff was fesponsible for it. 
Dearduff contended that as wrecks were 
not routine news he could go to the scene 
of one only on the express assignment of 
the city editor. 

Editor Jones admits that he may have 
said some hasty things. At any rate a 
strike resulted and the staff of ten men and 
one woman, members of the union, walked 
out. : ‘ 

With the assistanee of Associate Editor 
Butler and Managing Editor Cooper he 
determined to run the paper any way. He 
got five young men out of the State Uni- 
versity on his staff, gave them their aé- 
signments, took their copy when they came 
in, and the first batches of his edited news 
went out to the composing room at 10 
o'clock on the morning of July 12. 

Then a delegation of the compositors 
waited on Mr. Jones to say that the non- 
union copy submitted could not be set; that 
the chapel would be compelled to strike if 
the order to set the copy was pressed. 

No edition of the Press-Post was issued 
that day. There were conferences with the 
Newspaper Writers’ Union instead, another 
contract form was prepared by the chapel 
chairman of the Press-Post, and under an 
influence which he terms “duress” Editor 
Jones again signed the paper. He had

and patient readers. 
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gained one concession, however; he could 
not discharge a reporter, but by explicit 
contract he could “limit’’ the number of 
reporters on his local staff, acting through 
the city editor. 

This new contract was signed at 2 o'clock 
on July 13. Marshall was city editor again. 
Marshall's old staff was at his disposal, 
and the force started in at 7 o’clock on the 
morning of Jul#13 to get out another paper. 
Mr. Jones had written an editorial on the 
general labor situation in the United States 
and left it on the hook while he went out 
to meet a business engagement. When he 
returned a few hougs later the Press-Post 
was in the hands of Receiver L. P. Stevens. 

Mr. Jones declared that the bill for a re- 
celvership was presented by a man at en- 
mity with him and to the judge of a court 
whose candidacy the Press-Post had an- 
tagonized In marked degree. 

For ten days this receivership continued, 
when by appeal it was set aside on July 2, 
subdject to a final hearing at the fall term 
of court. So, under a reinstated editor-in- 
chief the paper was issued until Editor 
Jones felt that he should ask for City Edli- 
tor Marshall's resignation. When Marshall 
would not resign Mr. Jones began his series 
of apologies, first of which, on July 2, 
read: 

A littlé before our noon edition of last Saturday 
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went to press the report reached this offige that 
the strike of the ice handlers had been settled. 
Acting City Editor Marshall was immediately no- 
tified by Managing Editor Cooper, and he (Mar- 
shall) claimed that the matter was subétantially 


covered. A little later, when the paper made its 
appearance on the street and elsewhere, and when 
it was altogether too late to remedy or correct 
the grave negligence, we made the extremely mor- 
tifying discovery that the Presg-Post was not print- 
ing the news in. that edition. Mr. Marshall and 
his assistants, of course, expect to draw their 
full week's salaries today. 

Not even this moved City Editor Mar. 
shall. Not until the local columns had at- 
tacked the Equalizing Board and another 
editorial arraignment of Marshall had fol- 
lowed did the city editor let go, late on the 
afternaon of July 31. And on the next day 
Editor Jones set aside $10,000 worth of 
Press-Post stock, whose earnings hereafter 
shall go to chapel organizations of all craft 
employed in the publication of the paper, 
these chapels to be as one under the chair- 
manship of the paper’s business manager, 

With City Editor Marshall gone, L. A

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DESTITUTION 


IN THE ‘SOUTH OF RUSSIA 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 10 


Special Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 


TRAVELER straying into the dis- 
A trict of Elizabethgrad, Province of 
Kherson, South Russia, would find 
men and women who, endowed with ser- 
viceable visual powers as long as the sun is 
visible, become totally blind the moment 
twilight sets in and must be led home. This 
is one of the queerest diseases known to 
medical science, and is one of the camp 
followers of the famine, which is not of- 
ficlally admitted to exist in this district. 
In correspondence from here mention has 
been made from time to time of the drouth 
which visited many, though not very large 
districts of Russia last year, and of the ef- 
forts made by the government to alleviate 
suffering resulting from it. The ministry of 
the interior repeatedly declared the famine 
had been conquered, food had been distrib- 
uted and seed corn provided for the current 
year. The necessity of private benevolence 
was reluctantly admitted at one time in the 
winter, but on later occasions the existence 
pf severe want was denied. Newspapers 
here received during the last few months 
occasional letters depicting the situation in 
anything else than the rosy colors which 
the government organs used. The govern- 
ment answered by a communique recapitu- 
lating what kad been done and repeating 
former assertions that all was as well as 
could be expected, and then the newspapers 
received a secret circular forbidding further 
mention of the subject. The existence of 
famine was an inconvenient fact at a time 
when negotiations were pending for for- 
eign loans. Access to the famine districts 
was made difficult for nonresidents of them 
and the charity workers who were not di- 
rectly under the control of the state were 
sent back to their homes, and the agencies 
they bad created were placed under the 
Red Cross, which is as much a branch of 
the government as any ministry. These 
measures did not still the natural curiosity 
to ascertain the truth dbout the matter, 
and certain people with influential connec- 
tions which could not be ignored sent @ 
trustworthy young man to Elizabethgrad to 
investigate for himself. He has just re 
turned. Without going into details he re 
ports the following facts: 
The city and district of Elizabethgrad, 
with a population of 600,000, are suffering 


now from famine and disease incident upon 
famine. The investigator found general dese 
titution, many cases of acute destitution, 
some people dying of starvation, and “spot- 
ted,” or hunger, typhus prevalent. 

Hiunger typhus ts an unfailing indication 
that poverty has sharpened into want. 
Whole families are attempting to exist on 
rations allowed for a single child. The 
ernment rule is to count persons sot 
ally sick with a disease which tan be 
beled, able-bodied working people. There is 
little or no work to be found, consequently 
rations cannot be had until they are ne 
longer of much benefit. The government 
gave minimum quantities In the Grst 
and delivered supplies of seed corn and 
foodstuffs to the nearest railway stations. 
The peasants, having already been forced 
to sell their horses, were unable to secure 
the supplies so furnished in many cases 
without giving a large part to draymen.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 14.

OUISVILLE, the only city in the 
Union which bears the distinction cf 
having entertained poth the Grand 

Army of the Republic in its grand encamp- 
ment and the United Confederate Veterans 
in their annual reunion, is now about to 
extend the hand of welcome to the great 
white plymed army of 
Knights Templar. 

As long ago as 1889, when the big Ycrk 
branch of Masonry made its trier nial ril- 
gsrimage to Washington, representative 
Kentucky Knights went thither to extend 
to the Templars an invitation on behalf 
of the members of the order in the Blue- 
€rass State, to hold their next conclave in 
its metropolis, but Denver won, and three 
years later Boston carried off the prize 
Louisville coveted. Again at the Hub was 
Louisville defeated, but, nothing daunted, 
she buckled on her armor and at Pittsburg 
{n 1898 succeeded in having the Knights 
agree to hold the twenty-eighth triennia! 
conclave of the Templar grand encampment 
of the United States in Louisville on Aug. 
27-36, i901. 

or three years the Templars of the state 
and city have had nothing in view but 


muking perfect hospitality they propose to 
extend to the visitors. The work has been 
divided among 60 different committees, 
whose members are the most prominent of 
_ all professions and crafts m the city. 

An entertainment fund of over $100,000 has 
been raised, of which $35,000 was given by 
the Knights Templar of Louisville and 
Kentucky, and $20,000 by the city council, 
as a special appropriation. Besides this lib- 
erality on the part of the council,.it has 
further agreed to meet practically all the 
expenses incurred by the committee on 
public comfort, which will amount to about 
another $20,000. 

When Louisville. secured the twenty- 
eighth triennial it promised to dispense 
Kentucky hospitality—and there is no oth- 
er brand like it~in a way it was never of- 
fered before and to provide a series of at- 
tractions that would make programs of en- 
tertainment in other triennial cities decid- 
edly minor in character, and both of these 
promises will be kept. 

Already 40 different states are represented 
fn the contracts closed for quarters for 
triennial week. The size of the parties from 
these states—and by parties is meant en- 
tire state delegations, in some instances 
embracing thirty odd commanderies—range 
from 200 to 6000. All these Knights and la- 
dies have been located in hotels, boarding 
houses, private homes, the camp to be es- 
tablished at Fountain Ferry Park, in beats, 
which will then be in the local harbor, er 
on trains of Pullman cars, the railroads 
having agreed to “park’’ sleepers for use 
as quarters during the conclave. But there 
is plenty of room yet. Louisville is prepared 
and expects to take care of 160,000 visitors 
the fourth week of August. 

With Louisville as the most centrally lo- 
cated point at which a triennial has ever 
been held—as accessible to the easterner as 
te the westerner, to the northerner as to 
the southerner—and the date during the gen- 
erally accepted vacation period for the en- 
tire country, the belief that the twenty- 
eighth will be the greatest conclave ever 
held is justified. Even Canada will have 
enough “swords” in attendance to form a 
emall Canadian division in the parade, 
something that was never done before at a 
triennial. 

Indications point to a large per cent of 
ladies in the parties that will make the 
piigrimage to Louisville, indeed the con- 
clave may go down in history as a “‘ladies’ 
triennial.’’ Special preparations are being 
made for the fair sex. A ladies’ committee, 
composed of 260 of the best-known matrons 
in the state, is now arranging a program 
of entertainment for the wives and daugh- 
ters of the Knights. A reviewing stand ex- 
clusively for their use during the parade is 
being erected in front of the custom house 
Jjawn. Here a lunch will be served as the 
column passes. The ladies tre to be shown 
special courtesies also at the grand ball, 
the competitive drill, on the boat excur- 
sions and at all receptions and other social 
functions. 

Kentucky women also are to play a 
prominent part in the conclave. Several 
hundred of the representative beauties of 
the state and city will act as matrons and 
maids of honor at the ball, while 27 more 
of the prettiest girls froém every section of 
the commonwealth noted for Its good-look- 
ing Women will do. the honors as sponsors 
for the commanderies of Kentucky. These 
young ladies will grace the competitive 
drill with their presence and also the en- 
tertainment given at night, when the 
award of the trophies will be made, Their 
duties include the crowning of the mem- 
bers of the winning teams with laurel and 
floral wreaths, and an exchange of button- 
hole bouquets with the same Knights for 
their personal cards. In this list of spon- 
sors are represented the best families of the 
Bluegrass State. 

Bome are not yet through school; others 
made their debut last winter, while a few 
passed their “‘coming-out’’ season two or 
three years ago. All are deservedly popular 
and, of course, all are pretty. Having spon- 
aors is a feature that has added much to 
the reunions of the Confederate veterans, 
but it is an innovation in connection with 
conclaves of Knights Templar. 

The Louisville triennial will be noted for 
ita distinguished guests, among whom will 
be President McKinley and Rear-Admiral 
W. &. Schiey. Mr. McKinley is a member 
of the commandery of Canton, O., while 
Admiral Schley belongs to Columbia Com- 
mandery No. 2 of Washington City. The or- 
ganization from the nation’s capital will 
act as special escort to the well-known

The President will probably accept the hos- 
pitality of his personal friend, Col. John A. 
Armstrong, during his stay in Louisville. 

Mr. Armstrong has invited him to be his 
guest at his handsome Third street resi- 
dence. Col. Armstrong is a past eminent 
commander of Louisville Commandery No. 
1, the oldest Templar organization in Ken- 
tucky. 

Another feature of the conclave will be 
the handsome way in which visiting com- 
manderies will entertain, the lavish dlis- 
pensing of hospitality. Some of the New 
York, Pittsburg, Washington, Cincinnati, 
St. Louls, Chicago and San Francisco or- 
ganizations will do the honors in a way they 
never did before. Pittsburg No. 1 will spend 
about $35,000 on the pilgtimage to Louis- 
ville, having renfed the new Liederkranz 
Hall for its headquarters. Here it will give 
two big receptions, costing thousands of 
dollars, and will distribute souvenirs which 
will cost in the aggregate $4900. California 
No. 1 of San Francisco will have head- 
quarters at the Galt House, in front of 
which it will erect an electric arch at an 
expense of $3000. On California day this 
commandery will distribute 20,000 baskets of 
fruits and wines from the Golden State~ ; 
two bottles of wine and three pounds of 
fruit to each basket. The trip-to Louisville 
will cost entire $84,000. It has hired 100 Ken- 
tucky thoroughbreds to ride tn the parade 
and for use at the competitive drill in 
which it is entered. Other commanderies 
from the cities mentioned will entertain on 
almost as grand a scale. It is estimated 
that the visitors will leave in Louisville 
fully $1,500,000 during the week of the con- 
clave. 

The grand commandery of Kentucky, in 
the name of every Templar in the state, 
will have headquarters at the custom 
house. This is the first time on record 
where the treasury department has allowed 
a federal building for such uses. The largo 
courtrooms on the second floor will be util- 
ized for receiving, serving refreshments, 
etc., the corridors for promenade and the 
rotunda for the Louisville Military Band, 
which will furnish the music, being aug- 
mented by famous soloists from New York, 
Philadelphia, Chicago and 8t. Louis. Sev- 
en receptions will be given in this building, 
the first on Monday night; at the formal 
opening of the headquarters, and one cach 
on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
afternoons and nights. The reception com- 
mittee at each function will number 1W 
Knights and 60 ladies, a new committee be- 
ing on duty for each entertainment. 

Other public buildings that will figure in 
the triennial are the courthouse, the Girls’ 
High School and the city hall. The sessions 
of the grand encampment will be held in 
the auditorium of the Girls’ High school 
and lunch will be served througbout each 
day in the main hall, 80 of the orettiest 
High School girls presiding at the tanles. 

In this connection it may be announced " 
that the illuminations and decorations for 
the triennial will cost not less than $50,000. 
The city is to be made a veritable sea of 
color by day and a picture of fairyland by 
night. The chief piece of illumination will 
be the quadruple electric arch now in 
course of construction at Fourth and 
Broadway.

partment by men who hunt the reptiles in 
the woods of the park itself. Over 400 gar- 
ter snakes are now being raised by Curator 
Ditmars for the sole purpose of multiplying 
and furnishing food for the long, thin 
gullets of the larger snakes. Of the 40 
snakes intended for breeding food for the 
big fellows, about 200 may be counted up- 
on as adding from #4 to 47 young snakes 
to the collettion each year. A total of 
over 9000 garter snakes is thus secured as 
food for the big rare snakes, in whom life 
must be kept at any cost or sacrifice. 
This total does not inclide several thous- 
and snakes of other varieties that are 
brought into the house by the hunters who 
catch them in the woods of the park. 
Foremost among the snakes . requiring 
food of its own kind is the monster king 
cobra.

Already 
her appetite has made blacksnakes scarce 
in the park, and when it is impossible to 
catch one of these “racers” it is necessary 
to buy one In the open market, unless, as ts 
often the case, some admirer of the cobra 
who knows of her tastes presents her with 
& meal in the shape of a blacksnake. 

So fastidious is the appetite of the cobra 
that if the blacksnake is not to her liking 
as far as size is concerned, she will not 
touch it. It is here where the peculiar 
process referred to takes place. This con- 
sists in making the snake think that she 
is getting more than she really is. After 
the blacksnake Intended for her meal is 
killed, a dozen or more frogs are killed 
and stuffed down the dead snake so as to 
make it bulge out in all directions and 
appear large. In this state the blacksnake 
looks as if it were a huge stuffed stock- 
ing, and is of a girth which seems as if 
it were several times the diameter of the 
throat of the reptile for whom it is in- 
tended. The etuffing of the blacksnake is 
done for two reasons. In the first place, 
even the largest sized blacksnake its not 
large enough In ite natural state to tempt 
the cobra to eat, and secondly, by making 
a frog-pill out of the blacksnake, the frogs, 
which otherwise the cobra would disdain, 
gre gotten into the reptile to furnish nour- 
ishment, whether the cobra likes it or not. 

Every conceivable trick has been tried 
by Curator Ditmars to tempt the cobra to 
eat things other than blacksnakes, but so 
far without success. Once a pair of

HARLEVOIX !s the favorite summer 
resort of many St. Louisans. Some 
of them have cottages here and oth- 

ers spend their vacation days at “The 
Inn,’’ Charlevoix’s elegant modern, commo- 
dious summer hotel. 

Cottagers and hotel guests alike’ enjoy 
life at this resort and sing the praises of 
iis superior climate, its invigorating 
breezes, its delightful boating and sailing, 
its fine fishing and its social gayeties. 

The city refugees at Charlevoix have the 
advantages of two lakes. One end of the 
resort, that Is the town proper, is washed 
by the waves of Lake Michigan. The other 
end, where “The Inn” is located, is bathed 
by the placid waters of Pine Lake. 

You may bathe in Lake Michigan and 
then sail up through a canal through the 
town of Charlevoix into Pine Lake. If you 
wish to go bathing again in the calmer wa- 
ters of the inland lake you may dive off a 
fine plier almost in front of ‘‘The Inn.”’ 

Or, if you prefer not to risk the change- 
able temperature of the lake you may take 
a “‘dip’’ in a covered bathing pavilion near 
by, where the water is always kept at a 
satisfactory temperature. _ 

If you care for sailing you may enjoy it 
to your heart’s content. There is an old 
Scotchman on hand ready to initiate you 
into its mysteries and delights. 

Everybody knows him as “Scotty” and 
everybody who has ever been to Charlevoix 
has met and enjoyed his quaint disserta- 
tions on the beauties and the terrgrs of the 
northern lakes. 

“Scotty’’ has been the informal master 
of the variegated little fleet at Charlevoix 
for probably a dozen years. One summer 
he “laid off’’—took a trip to his native 
heath without mentioning {t to anybody. 
The Charlevoixans thought him dead and 
deep was their mourning. But “Scotty” 
turned up smiling and has been busy ev- 
ery summer since. 

It is a short but pretty ride across Pine 
Lake from the beach in front of “The Inn” 
to the town of Charlevoix or to Belvidere. 
Belvidere is a popular resort on the oppo- 
Bite side of the lake, where there are some 
St. Louis cottages, It is a daily trip for 
most of the.resorters. 

‘The trip is necessary, in fact, for the St.

OST fearless of fishermen is the 

Cape Flattery Siwash. 

To fish is second nature for any 
of thie tribe. 

Indolent and improvident, he lives a life 
of ease and prehistoric simplicity. The 
Same manners, the same customs, the same 
basket ware and the same ancient, clumsy 
implements which were his ancestors, are 
his. 

The spot where may be found this little 
hamlet is a bleak one. Way up in the 
farthest corner of the United States a nar- 
row tongue of rocky ground reaches out 
into the hungry sea. This Is Cape Flattery. 
But a few miles away is a desolate strip of 
black granite rocks in the midst of great 
white-tipped breakers, which beat and beat 
on the huge stone masses until these ring 
out at times like mighty brazen bells. Be- 
neath the brow of the rocks, which rise in 
places many feet above the angry waters, 
is a narrow strip of shingle, at whose 
upper edge is the cluster of dilapidated 
huts, while on the seaward side is drawn 
up the long line of high-prowed, wood-hewn 
canoes. 

This is the village of the Siwash. The 


huts have the fireplaces in the center of 
the room. A circular hole in the roof gives 
egress to the dense, pungent smoke of the 
fire of cedar and driftwood. Over this fire, 
where the fumes of the smoke are always 
present, hang great strings of salmon, hal- 
ibut and seals’ talls, curing for the long 
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| winter,

each morning during the season at Sun- 
rise. At this hour the scene is a busy one. 
The canoes are already in reach of the lap- 
ping tide, which is fast stealing in from ine 
ocean. The squaws are busy carrying the 
articles needed in the day’s work and stow- 
ing them beneath the rude thwarts, The 
tough cedar sticks which form the masts, 
the dirty brown sails, the sodden

Each membcr of the crew of one of these 
craft has a separate compartment in which 
to sit and fish. Each member has his pad- 
d'e and his equipment for the day's work. 
It is sunrise. Over the summits of the 
hills te the eastward steal the first rays 
of the approaching day. The first faint 
nink deepens and the great patches lying 
between the jagged blue peaks grow warm 
with life.

Scott’s summer home is one of them, It 
would be difficult to imagine a more thor~ 
oughly delightful place in which to spend 
the summer. The clear, cool water of the 
bay bubbles at the edge of the cottage’s 
front yard and half way up towards the 
front door a spring of crystal water spouta 
forth. 

The Scott cottage was specially 4 
by a St. Louls architect and its interior 
has been most charmingly and tastefully 
decorated by the young ladies of the fam- 
ily. Near by are the summer homes of 
Messrs. D. M. Houser, 8. C. Edgar anda P, 
B. Little. 

At Wequetonsing proper there are deumne 
of St. Louisans’ homes, Notable among the 
summer residents of Wequetonsing is Bish- 
op Daniel 8. Tuttle of the Episcopal dio- 
cese of Missouri. 

There are hotels at Wequetonsing as well 
as cottages and some of the cottagers find 
it convenient to take their meals at these 
hostelries. 

There is an abundance of social gayety 
about the shores of the bay. There is a 
dance almost every evening at the New Ar- 
lington or some other hotel at Petoskey 
and occasionally some of the cottagers 
from the near-by resorts run Into town om 
“the dummy” and enjoy the mazy whirl. 

At all these resorts from Charlevoix to 
liarbor Point events of general interest 
seem to be the arrival at stated intervals 
of the big steamers plying between Chicago 
and Mackinac. Crowds are always at the 
dock to greet them as they enter and give 
them a farewell cheer as they depart and 
the faces of those who cross the gangplank 
und their companions who tarry on the up- 
per decks are always carefully scanned by 
the contingent on the docks, It ls a happy 
moment for the summer resort snap- 
shooter and he never falls to use it to ad- 
vantage.

Dr. Paul R. Baer, Who Has Killed Wild Ani- 
mals in All Parts of the Country, Tells 


of His 


Experiences 


in the 


Pursuit of Game. 


R. PAUL R. BAER of 228 College 
[) avenue is chief of the big game 
artists of St. Louis. 

For 2% years, in many countrics aft 
climes, Dr. Baer has hunted big game. It 
is unlikely there is in St. Louis another 
home so rich in trophies of the chase as 
his, for, {n the quality and quantity of its 
specimews, it amounts to a museum. 

There are 660 heads and horns of animals 
in this St. Louis home. 

Stepping into the front door, the visitor 
looks Auto the gentle eyes of a great moose 
S0 sug =bly mounted he seems alive. Just 
overhead a shaggy-maned elk looks down 
from the wal]! of the second-story hali. He 
seems peering in curiosity to see who has 
come in. In the drawing rooms, dining 
room and bedrooms—from cellar to garret 
of this home made beautiful with trophies 
of the chase, are heads and horns of 


moose, dik, all the varieties of deer, from 
the reindeer to the little German deer, 
.mountain sheep, antelope, bear and buffalo. 

These are the doctor’s pictures. A great 
many of them are proofs of his prowess, 
end some of them are every day remindful 
to him of the adventures of those many 
years in which he was a tireless hunter of 
big game. 

Dr.. Baer is now almost 50 years of age. 
VWixposure to the cold of the North. woods 
has. affectedhis throat until he has laid his 
rifle aside. But he still has the trophies of 
many trips, and these he delights to show 
his friends, pointing out here the moose he 
killed in Maniteba; here the splendid big 
horn he shot in the Rockies; there the 
finest of his elk, and over the door his 
American antelope, a specimen not equaled 
in beauty in any other collection he has 
seen. 

In tho rear of the doctor's office at 1016 
Biddle street is a storeroom heaped half 
full with horns, antlers, feet, heads and 
skulls of wild animals. They are the rough 
trophies as yet unmounted. There are 
ekulls of grizzly bears and antlers, heads 
and feet of moose, elk and deer; buffalo 
horns and heads are piled up in a corner. 

Dr. Baer intends that all this mass of 
trophies shall some day we polished «nd 
Properly mounted. Now that he has quit 
hunting, he will have more time to give to 
his relics. His interest in big game is quite 
as intense as his collection of heads. horns 
and bones would indicate. He is familiar 
with every wild animal. He has hunted it 
all. He is familiar alike with its habit and 
habitat. 

It is natural such a hunter as Dr. Baer 
should have many fine tales to tell. From 
many personal adventures he has told for 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch this series of 
short stories.

I have spent many seasons among the 
moose, elk, deer and antelope of the North. 
I stood shoulder to shoulder with the hard- 
fest of the North .woodsmen, men who 
could winter in the woods like the animals 
they hunted. It meant weeks and months 
in the wilds away from every comfort. 
Oftentimes we slept in frozen clothes in the 
bitter cold. I have been caught out without 
means of making a fire, without food, save 
meat, for long periods of time. Yet I never 
have had a twinge of rheumatism, and I 
am well today, save for a throat affection 
due to the exposure I experienced for so 
many years. I have ceased to hunt now. l 
have had enough of it for one man. 

The Giant Spike Horn. 

I have many beautiful heads and horns in 
my collection, but the finest specimen 1 
have ever seen is not there. I would give a 
thousand dollars today if I could number 
among my trophies the head of the giant 
spike horn of the Riding mountains. 

About 1880 I was hunting in Manitobaes 
Elk were plentiful in the Riding mountains. 
I spent several months in this range, and it 
was there I saw the great spike horn. You 
know a male elk yearling has two straight 
spike horns. They are the trunks of the 
great antlers which will develop as he 
grows. An elk with 30-point antlers, for in- 
stance, is not .ess than 70 years of age. 

{ had not been long in the Riding moun- 
tains before I saw an elk which made me 
exclaim in admiration. He was a yearling, 
but the largest one I had ever seen. He 

' was the greatest of all the spike horns. I 
am sure the height of his spikes could not 
have been less than four feet. 

You have read the story of the Sand Hill 
stag. Well, I followed the giant spike horn 
as Thompson followed the stag. He led me 
a@ great chase..Every day I was out for his 
horns. But he excelled in intelligence as he 
did in size, and he gave me for weeks just 
enough of a glimpse to encourage me to 
hang on. Finally I ran him down. | got 
him into such a tight place there was Lot 
one chance in a hundred that he would es- 
cape. He made for the single avenue open 
to him, and passed within 30 feet of me in 
the open. I had him just where I wagted 
him. I fired with the caution of experience. 
But the giant spike horn ran on. He car- 

--ried the great antlers by me with the most 
magnificent burst of speed 1 have ever seen 
in an elk. I was so keenly disappointed 1 
could not appreciate at the moment that 
he was too splendid to be slain. Whether 
my eagerness to get him made me too nerv- 
ous to shoot with my usual accuracy, or. 
whether he carried my ball away with him, 
I never knew. But I do know I wanted him 
more than any other animal I have ever 
seen, He was king of all the spike horns, 
and I never saw him again. 

The Flying Grizzly. 

My fiying grizzly lived in the mountains 
of Oregon. I expect he lives there yet, for 
he was not to be easily destroyed. | made 
his acquaintance while deer hunting. My 
pony suddenly leaped around in alarm and 
ran away. He carried me out of the path 
of the flying grizzly. 

I call him the fiying grizzly because he 
was fairly flying when | saw him. He was 
after a buck. Now, a buck can run, but he 
has no such burst of speed as the healthy, 
full-grown grizziy. Neither has he the stay- 
Sng qualities. The big grizzly I saw that 
_ Gay could fairly fy. He was a deer killer, 

I could not understand how he did it, 
ae panel seen another animal run 
. I =. an anda eee. built, 


as any antelope. 


but he bounded along like a rubber ball. 
He went down the trail gaining at every 
jump. 

The grizzly is the swiftest of all the 
bears. For that matter, he is the swiftest 
of all the wild animals.’ And he has the 
greatest endurance: ‘Only a thoroughbred 
horse could hold its own with him, and in 
the end he would catch the horse. The 
deer-killing grizzly I saw in the Oregon 
mountains confirmed the reports I had 
heard of the big bear's speed. His quarry 
was a buck, a wonderful runner. But the 
grizzly whizzed by, closing the gap with 
every leap. .Undoubtedly he got his deer, 
He would have got apything that runs. The 


track was not the best. in. the world for 


speed, but-it was all the same.to the griz- 
ziy. Nothing could stop him, and miles 
could not break. him down. He went down 
and around the trail like a lurching train, 
and far away and growing fainter I could 
hear the dull beat of his great feet, not 
once lessening the rain of blows upon the 
ground. When I. caught glimpses of him 
now and then he was still gaining. He was 
truly a flying grizzly. If my pony had not 
jumped aside at his approach he would 
have dashed into us and destroyed us. 


The Barn-Breaking Moose. 


Twenty years ago the hunters of Man- 
itoba were bringing into Winnipeg so much 
big game it was almost without price. 
Thousands of moose, elk and deer were 
bought and sold for from $2 to 87. Bven 
bears were plentiful in the Winnipeg mar- 
ket, and there were polar bears among 
them. 

It was in these days that we took the 
barn-breaking moose. He was a young fel- 
low, but powerful and beautiful. We 
stunned him with a shot and took him 
alive. The nearest town was Portage les 
Prairie. We took the captive moose there 
and locked him up in a barn. His prison 
was strong. We thought it would hold him, 
but he had beea there long before he tired 
of being seen through so many cracks. He 
backed off and took a flying leap at the 
side of the barn. The boards were heavy 
and tough, but they cracked up like crack- 
ers when the big moose struck. He went 
straight through and straight for the 
woods, flirting his heels at Portage les 
Prairie and its wondering populace and 
then getting down to that marvelous trot 
which can 0 speedily carry a moose from 
harm. The'moose jis not an aggressive crea- 
ture, and the performance of this fellow 
was something not expected by any of the 
hunters at Portage-les Prairie. 


The Wild Merino Ram. 


Tn 1884 I hunted in Jackson County, Min- 
nesota. The county had a curiosity itn the 
animal line in a wild merino ram. He had 
left one of the farms and gone into the 
hills, and the longer he rematned there the 
wilder he got,. until he was finally as wild 


The wild ram was at his best when I 
went into his hills. How he escaped’ the 
wolves I could never understand, for they 
scoured the country, preying everywhere 
upon the stock. Whether the wild ram was 
too much of a fighter for them I never 
knew, but I suppose he must have been. 
He was-a powerful féllow, who had his vic- 
tories over some of the biggést bulls in the 
county, dealing them blows on the beily 
that made them: roar and limp. 3 

At any rate; he lived and grew more and 
more a wild animal.’ I determined to hunt 
him down. His life on a farm had given 
him a‘knowledge of men that enabled him 
to deal me many disappointments before 1 
got within shooting distance of him. I have 
his head in my office. He let: me get ‘too 
close.to him one day, and. I brought him 
down, He was the only wild merino ram 1 
have ever known, and he was.truly wild. 

There are several domestic animals which 
will return to a wild state now and then. 
Kentucky has hogs as wild as peccaries, 
and so have the Minnesota white bluffs. Il 
once saw quite a celebrated animal of this 
kind. She was the wild cow of Arizona, 
ranging as wild as a buffalo on his native 
grass. But not until I ran across the 
merino ram did I ever hear of a return to 


the original state of anything so helpless as | 


a sheep, which cannot protect itself against 
wolves and must soon be destroyed. The 
old ram of Jackson County must have been 
a pastmaster with his head. 


The Elk Parade. 


One of the most beautiful things I ever 
saw occurred up in Canada while we ate 
breakfast before the camp. We had been 
hunting elk. All the previous day we had 
looked for them and had seen neither elk 
nor sign of one. We rose early the next 
day, determined upon a longer trip from 
the.camp. Our breakfast was eaten some 
80 feet from .the tent. We were grouped 
there eating when a big elk walked out of 
the woods into the clear not 30 yards 
from us. 

Our guns were in the tent. To have leaped 
to get them would have been to frighten 
the elk away. He did not see us, but 
walked straight on. A herd followed him, 
going one behind the other and parading 
across the clearing at our camp as though 
there were no hunters within thousands of 
miles. There were about twenty elk in the 
herd, Their early-morning parade right 
through the camp of the enemy was the 
most beautiful thing I have ever seen. 
When the last deer had passed into the 
brush upon the other side we leaped for our 
guns. But it was too late. They had passed 
on, a silent; superb procession as beauti- 
ful as it was hard, And it was pretty hard. 


' The Ice-Fast Deer. 


The most remarkable misfortune I have 
ever known to befall a wild animal oc- 
curred several winters ago in the North 
woods. We found a starving deer fast to 
the ground by ice, The unfortunate crea- 
ture had evidently gone into the brush to 
rest after a bard run. During the night 
there had been a freezing rain and (the 
deer’s horns had become heavily laden with 
ice. After awhile the ice on his horns 
joined with that on the ground. The povr 
creature had struggled hard to free him- 
self, but he had struggles in vain. The ice 
held him like a vice. . 

Antlers are a source of much annoyance 
to the animals afflicted with them, and 
they are frequently fatal to their wearers. 
Everyone has heard how elk and deer will 
lock horns in battle and die. This iocking 
of their horns has always been a source of 
wonder to me. I have studied it thoro 
ly. It is a fact that animals can do it, and 
it is also a fact that antlers firmly locked 


in this way cannot be taken apart. It is 
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impossible to imitate the frick. This may 
be explained in this way: Two buck elks, 
we will say, engage in battle. A big e!k 
weighs seven and eight hundred pveunds. He 
has great strength and power. When two 
such animals leap headlong into each other 
the impact is terrific. The antlers are 
green. They have an elasticity they lose 
when dry. This is the reason the animals 
can lock them together so fast they cannot 
be taken apart. It is done when the horns 
are green and will spring. When they dry 
out _they are like : so much steel.

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$2 moose. Think of \t—32 moose! There are 
sportsmen, thousands of them, who will go 
to almost any expense and hardship to kill 
a single moose. It is enough to make such 
men gnash their teeth to know that a sin- 
gle hunter will shoot down 82 of these noble 
anima!s within a few minutes. 

There are still a great many moose In the 
North. The number is not anything like it 
was years ago, but if I were to guess at 
the number of moose still surviving the 
slaughter I would say there are not less 
| than a §nillion.

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ARCTIC PLANT LIFE 


VIENNA, Aug. 10. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 
ROF. J. WLESNER of Vienna Univer- 
Pp sity, who for some years has been 
engaged in researches on the require- 
ments of plants in the matter of light, has 
come to the following conclusions with re- 
gard to the plants 8of the arctic regions. 
The demonstration previously put forward 
by him with regard to low and middle lati- 
tudes, that with the increase of latitude 
the light requirement of plants also rises, 
has been shown, by observations made in 
Norway and at Advent Bay, Spitzenbergen, 
78:12 north latitude, to apply equally to sub- 
arctic and arctic regions. The reasons for 
this marked need of light are the low tem- 
peratures which prevail at the vegetative 
period, the want of heat being made up for 
by excess of light, the amount of which 
must, therefore, increase with the decrease 
of temperature. It thus comes about that a 
limit is set to the migration toward the 
pole of bush and tree vegetation less by the 
cold of winter than by the constantly in- 
creasing need of light, which can, of course, 
be less and less satisfied. As a rule, the 
plants of the far North can stand but a 
small diminution of their quantym of light, 
such as is caused by the interception of 
the sun's rays through the configuration of 
the country. 

Dr. Peucker’s researches on mountain 
shadow have shown how the amount of 
light required can be laid down with pre- 
cision in each particular case. The intensity 
of the direct sunlight, te which arctic 
plants are exposed, is very slight, for it 
only becomes perceptible when the sun 
reaches an altitude of 15 degrees above the

Advent Bay, an altitude of 90 to 3% degrees, 
Direct sunlight here at best reaches Be 
strength of the light radiated from 
whole expanse of the sky, the 
“diffused light,” so that the whole 
mination available for polar plants 
most double the amount of the diffused 
light.

These differences result, as Bonnier has 
shown, in considerable variations In the or- 
gans of plants of like species, which occur 
in high Alpine and high Arctic regions. In 
middle latitudes the effect of aspect on 
vegetation is very striking, the northern 
slopes of mountains being often bare ef 
plants. But in view of the much nearer 
approache to a complete circuit round the 
horizon made by the sun in arctic latitudes — 
it is easily seen that this influence is less 
felt there than anywhere.

It 
is a heavy yellow liquid and from its rarity 
‘is somewhat expensive. tattiesnake 
Pete” claims to have a monopoly of this 
article. The snake's heart is said to be a 
sure cure for consumption. 

The commonest treatment by these snake 
medicines is that for gottre. The sneke 
doctor has had great success in such 
cases, The treatment consists In applying 
a live snake to the neck of the patient. Af- 
ter it has circled itself securely about the 
neck it is allowed to remain for an hour 
or more. The cold body of the anake serves 
to draw the heat from the patient's skin. 

When firet applied the snake gives the 
patient a cold and clammy feeling. This 
is the only unpleasant sensation In the op- 
eration.’
